was hurled 50 feet and the passengers 
were blown to pieces, consumed by 
fire or rescued in an injured condi-

According to trainmen of the freight, 


the explosion of the powder was caus- 
ed by the concussion of the passenger 
train, which was slowing down for 
Sandford. 


Besides the passenger train, eight 


freight cars were blown to pieces by 
the explosion. Huge masses of iron 
were found hundreds of feet from the 
track. The tank of the passenger lo- 
comotive was hurled 100 feet_ 


The wrecked train and eight freight 


cars were consumed by fire, which 
broke out in the wreckage. The other 
cars were pulled out of danger. Not 
a building in Sandford escaped dam- 
age. Windows were shattered, dishes 
and furniture broken and several doors 
were tors from hinges. 


As the passenger train was just 


abreast of the powder car the contents 
of the powder ear exploded. The en- 
tire passenger train was blown from 
the tracks into the air and crashed to 
the earth a tangled mass of wood and 
steal, beneath which lay 40 human be- 
ings. Fire broke out in the wreckage, 
and before the eyes of citizens and res- 
cuers, who rushed from their homes, 
many burned to death. 


Cries of the injured and the crack- 


ling of the fierce flames greeted the 
ears of the resucuers, who worked 
frantically, but were soon forced back 
by the terrible heat.

AMERICAN AID 


Kingston, Jamaica, Jan. 21. — Rear 
Admiral Davis' mission of mercy to 
stricken Kingston came to an abrupt 
and painful conclusion In consequence 
of Governor Swettenham's objection to 
the presence of American sailors en- 
gaged in the work of clearing the 
streets, guarding property and succor 
ing the wounded and sick, culminating 
In a letter to the admiral peremptorily 
requesting him to re-embark all parties 
which had been landed. 


Admiral Davis was greatly shocked 
and pained and paid a formal visit to 
Governor Swettenham. informing him 
that the United States battleships Mis 
souri and Indiana aaid the gunboat 
Yankton would sail at once. 


The friction between tlie governor 
and the admiral began with the ar 
rival of the American war vessels 
when the governor objected to the 
firing of a salute in his honor, on the 
ground that the citizens might mistake 
the firing for a new earthquake. Ho 
also declared there was no necessity 
for American aid—that his govern- 
ment was fully able to preserve order, 
tend 
the wounded and succor the 
homeless. 


Rear Admiral Davis, however, land- 
ed parties of bluejackets, 
who pa- 
trolled the streets, cleared the debris, 
razed 
ruins, attended 
many of the 
wounded and won the highest praise 
from citizens and military officers for 
excellent work. 


On the afternoon of the salute inci- 
dent Rear Admiral Davis wrote Gov- 
ernor Swettenham, apologizing for the 
salute and offering to render any as- 
sistance possible to the stricken peo- 
ple. 


Asked to Re-Embark 
Marines. 


Governor 
Swettenham 
responded 
Friday as follows: 


"Dear Admiral—Thanks very much 
for your letter, your Idnd call and all 
the assistance 
given or offered us. 
While I most heartily appreciate the 
very genemus offers of assistance, I 
feel it my duty to ask you to re-embark 
the working 
party and all 
parties 
which your Idndness prompted you to 
land. 


"If In consideration of the American 
vice consul's assidious attentions to his 
family at his country house the Ameri- 
can consulate needs guarding in your 
opinion, although he v/as present and 
it was not guarded an hour ago, I have 
no objection to your detailing a force 
for the sole purpose of guarding; but 
the party must have no firearms and 
nothing more offensive than clubs or 
staves for this function. 


"I find your worldng party was help- 
ing Mr. Crosswell 
clean 
his store. 
Crosswell was delighted that the work 
was done without cost. If your excel- 
lency should remain long enough. I am 
sure almost all the private 
owners 
woufd be glad of the services of the 
navy to save expense. 


"It is no longer a question of hu- 
manity; all the dead died days ago,, 
and the work of having them buried is 
merely one of convenience, 


"I believe the police surveillance of 
the city is adequate for the protection 
of private property. I may remind your 
excellency that not long ago it was 
discovered that thieves had lodged in 
and pillaged the residence of some 
New York millionaire during his ab- 
sence in the summer; but this would 
not have justified a British admiral 
landing an armed party and assisting 
the New York police. 


"I have the honor to be, with pro- 
found gratitude and the highest re- 
epect, your obedient servant, 
"ALEXANDER SWETTENHAM. 


"Governor." 


Roar Admiral Davis told the Asso- 
ciated Press that he deeply regretted 
the governor's attitude. He was still 
convinced that the governor was un- 
equal to the task of relieving distress, 
that this was evident from the fact 
that the American field hospital had 
tended many sick and wounded, and 
others were constantly arriving, hav- 
ing been unable to gain admission ta 
the government hospital. 


JAMAICANS ARE INDIGNANT 


Bitterly Dejiounce Swettenham and Dc- 
/nand His Recall. 


Kingston, Jamaica, Jan. 22.—The In- 
dignation of the residents of Jamaica, 
both official and private citizens, at 
the action of Governor Swettenham in 
demanding the withdrawal by Admiral 
Davis of the relief forces, is spreading 
and intensifying. The governor's re- 
sponse to Admiral Davis is bitterly de- 
nounced, and It is generally declared 
that the only possible reparation is 
for the government to apologize and 
recall Governor Swettenham. Jamai- 
cans say, that the indignation, which 
doubtless is felt in the United States 
and England, is fully shared by the 
residents of the island. They contrast 
the apathy of the home government, 
vhich has not tendered any relief, and 
the loyal 
generosity of the United 
States, which Instantly rushed war- 
ships, surgeons, medicines and food to 
the stricken city. 


The conditions in Kingston are im- 
proving 
slowly. 
All pass&s to the 
burned sections, where there is nothing 
to loot, were revoked, and this step 


ha« caused 
much 
Inconvenience to 
Americans and others who desire to 
reach ships In the harbor. 


Many bodies are still being recov- 
ered and cremated, and It is believed 
the fatalities will reach a total of 
700. 


Saturday night tho streets of the 
burned district still reeked with tho 
stench of decaying bodies. Tho burn- 
ed ruins v/ere illuminated only by tho 
baleful glow of tho corpse-fires lining 
the roadways. 
Many bodies were re- 
covered through tho aid of vultures, 
which perched in flocks on tho ruins 
beneath which their prey is buried. 
As fast as they are uncovered tho 
bodies are thrown 
on the funeral 
pyres and slowl* consumed. 


Fully 1000 persons have been maim- 
ed for life, their legs or arms having 
been aumpuated, and those who sus- 
tained lesser wounds are counted by 
the thousands. 


MATTER W I L L BE DROPPED 


U. S. Won't Hold England Responsib!« 


For Humiliation at Jamaica. 


Washington» Jan. 22. — Dispatches 
exchanged between the British secre- 
tary of war and the state department, 
made public here, wholly ignoring tho 
letters which passed between Admiral 
Davis and Governor Swettenham at 
Kingston, have had the effect of re- 
lieving the tensity of feeling which 
had existed sinco It became known 
that Admiral Davis returned Sunday 
to Guantanamo from Kingston with 
his ships which had gone to aid the 
stricken people of Jamaica. The mes- 
sage from London is interpreted here 
as meaning that the British govern- 
ment and people disavow the action 
of the governor of Jamaica in request- 
ing Admiral Daxis to embark his men. 


At the state department It was stat- 
ed that, so far as this government Is 
concerned, the matter will be allowed 
to drop, the department's position be- 
ing that the action of one man in a 
distant colony, at a time of great dis- 
tress and mental anguish, should not 
be the means of raising an unpleasant 
issue with a great and friendly na- 
tion. 


Officials of the National Red Cross 
society in this city do not believe that 
the Jamaican authorities will refuse 
to accept the supplies which have been 
sent by this society to that island for 
the relief of the earthquake sufferers 
on account of the correspondence be- 
tween the government of Jamaica and 
Admiral Davis, 
At least no such in- 
timation has thus far been given the 
society. 
In case the Red Cross sup- 
plies are declined, however, it is more 
than probable that they will be di- 
verted to the famine-stricken people 
of China. 


KINGSTON ASKS AMERICAN AID 


Mayor of Stricken City Appeals to 
Mayor of New York For Help. 
New York, Jan. 22.—The mayor ol 
Kingston, Jamaica, in his official ca- 
pacity. appealed to the generosity oi 
the American people on behalf of the 
earthquake sufferers. In a cablegx'am 
directed to Mayor George B. McClellan 
of this city, Mayor Tait, of Kingston, 
asked for money and building mater- 
ials, which he added were urgently 
needed. 


The cablegram received was as fol 
lows: 


"Kingston, Jamaica, Jan. 21. 
Mayor, New York—On behalf of 
stricken people I appeal through you 
to generosity of American people for 
help. 
Every house destroyed. Money, 
lumber and building materials most 
urgently needed.' 


"TAIT, Mayor." 
Acting upon the suggestion of Mayoi 
Talt, 
Mayor 
McClellan 
announced 
through tho press that he would be 
glad to receive contributions, whiMi 
would be forwarded to the proper au- 
thorities at Kingston. 


SCALED DOWN $40,000,000 


Grand Jury Finds Big Undervaluation. 
For Coal Mines, 
Wilkes-Barre, Pa., Jan, 21. — The 
grand jury, which has been investi- 
gating alleged frauds 
in 
assessing 
property in Luzerne county, made a 
special report to tho court. The reve< 
lations are startling. 


The grand jury claims that the in- 
vestigations so far made show that 
property, mostly coal lands, is under- 
valued to the extent of $40,00a.0U0. 
The county commissioners are urged 
ta increase the value of this property 
at once by about $15,000,000. 


The jury ordered the indictment ol 
three men for neglect of duty and con* 
spiracy, two assessors and an ex-clerh 
in one of the offices of the court house. 
It is claimed that the assessors were 
friendly to the coal companies and 
kept down their assessments, and the 
court-house clerk altered assessmenta 
after they had been filed with the as- 
sessors. 


The grand jury, in its report, ia 
very severe on those coal companies 
that v/ill not sell tho surface of theii 
coal lands for building lots, although 
such lots are very much in demand. 
The assessment on these lands is onlj 
flOOO an acre, while adjoining lots, 
owned by individuals, are taxed at ihe 
rate of $200. In other v/ords, the small 
prop?rty owner pays tax on |200, while 
the coal companies pay ouly at th« 
rato of fl4 a foot. 


PASSENGER TRAIN 


BLOWN TO PIECES 


Terre Haute. Ind., Jan, 21.—Twen- 
ty-two 
charred, 
broken, 
mutilated 
bodies were taken from the smoulder- 
ing ruins of the accommodation pas- 
senger ti'aln on the Cleveland, Cin- 
cinnati, Chicago 
& St. Louis (Big 
Four) railroad, following its destruc- 
tion by the explosion of a carload of 
powder as It passed a freight train at 
Sandford. Ind., five miles west of Terrò 
Haute. 
The number of Injured will 
total at least 35. 


The cause of the disaster has not 
been fully explained» but several theo- 
ries are advanced. Tho result was ter- 
hlble. The shock was felt for 30 miles, 
many believing It to be an earthquake. 


The entire train, Including the loco- 
motive, was blown from the track, the 
coaches were demolished, the engine 
was hurled 50 feet and the passengers 
were blown to pieces, consumed by 
lire or rescued in an injured condi- 
tion. 


According to trainmen of tlie freight, 
the explosion of the powder was caus- 
ed by the concussion of the passenger 
train, which was slowing down for 
Sandford. 


Besides the passenger train, eight 
freight cars were blown to pieces by 
the explosion. 
Huge masses of iron 
were found hundreds of feet from the 
track. The tank of the passenger lo- 
comotive was hurled 100 feet. 


The wrecked train and eight freight 
cars were 
consumed by fire, which 
broke out in the wreckage. The other 
cars were pulled out of danger. Not 
a building in Sandford escaped dam- 
age. 
Windows were shattered, dishes 
and furniture broken and several doors 
were torn from hinges. 


As the passenger train was just 
abreast of the powder car the contents 
of the powder car exploded. The en- 
tire passenger train was blown from 
the tracks into the air and crashed to 
the earth a tangled mass of wood and 
steal, beneath which lay 40 human be- 
ings. 
Fire broke out in the wreckage, 
and before the eyes of citizens and res- 
cuers, who rushed from their homes, 
many burned to death. 


Cries of the injured and the crack- 
ling of the fierce flames greeted the 
ears of the resucuers, who worked 
frantically, but were soon forced back 
by the terrible heat. 


Passengers were pulled 
from the 
ruins as the flames advanced, while 
the men frantically worked to disen- 
tangle the human forms 
from the 
wreck and hunted for the Injured blown 
far from the train, the women of Sand- 
ford cared for the injured. 
After the 
flre drove the rescuers 
away they 
searched for scattered persons unail 
the heat died down, and then began 
dragging out charred bodies. Men con- 
tinued to search nearby fields, where 
pieces of bodies and wearing apparel 
were picked up. 


Under the wreckar:e of the baggage 
car vras found a charred torso, bear- 
ing a lineman's belt and pools about 
the 
"waist. 
Four 
mutilated 
bodies 
were found in a woods several hun- 
dred feet f^om the tracks.

Qf track was torn 


up, and a groat hole shows where the 
powder car stood. 
This car contained 
500 kegs of powder. 


Engineer Welsh and Fireman Jar- 
red, of Mattoon, IlL, who were on the 
passenger locomotive, were hurled 100 
feet and fell in a muddy field.

Upon investigation it wasjfound that 
Mrs. Strickhouser living at 401 South 
Washingron street Gettysburg, is the 
mother of the unfortunate woman and 
that she has several sisters and a brother 
living at the same house on Washington 
street. 
The brother was interviewed and 
said when shown the letter: “That is my 
sister Mary. She is teaching school in 
New Jersey and was home during the hoi 
idavs. She returned on New Year's Day 
since when we have headr nothing from 
her. 
We will communicate with the au­ 
thorities of the hospital.” The proper 
authorities are being told of the home of 
Miss Strickhouser and it is thought that 
she will be brought home if she has not 
recovered. 


Mrs. Strickhouser said that a postal 
card had been received from her daught­ 
er early in the week saying that she was 
not well and it is pos3ible that her illness 
may have temporarily affected her mind. 


Further investigation, since the above 
was in type, reveals the fact that the wo­ 
man is a sister of Mr. Strickhouser, and 
not a daughter as above stated.

PENNSYLVANIA OUT OF DEBT 


Treasurer Berry Sends His Annual 
Report to Legislature. 


Harrisburg, Pa„ Jan. 22, — State 
Treasurer Berry transmitted his an­ 
nual report for the fiscal year, ending 
November 30, 1906, to the legislature. 
The report says the state is "practi­ 
cally out of debt, and that the esti­ 
mated state revenues for the next two 
years v/ill be $40,000,000, of which $38,- 
000,000 will be available for appropri­ 
ation. 
Tho revenues of the last fiscal 
year amounted to $25,818,924.03, or $1,- 
549,804.31 more than in any previous 
year. 
The report suggests that the 
act of 1906 governing state deposits 
90uld he improved by authorizing the 
treasurer to receive bids and place 
deposits with banks offering the high­ 
est interest rate. 


Referring to the contracts for fur* 
nishing the new state capitol, the re­ 
port states that upon the question of 
the legality of a large part of the ex­ 
penditures upon the building Mr. Ber- 
ry is in doubt, and desires authori- 
tative instruction as to the payment 
of pending bills. After repeating hia 
allegations of overcharge and dupli­ 
cation of items in these contracts, th« 
state treasurer says: 


“W‘th these frequently proclaimed, 
and as yet undisputed, and as I be* 
lieve indisputable facts before «h, I 
shall dec Une to make further p* h 
jnents upon these contracts, believing 
them to be certainly illegal, and prob­ 
ably fraudulent. 
I desire to be as­ 
sured of the moral and financial sup­ 
port of the legislature in defending 
the interests of the commonwealth ii 
called into court/ 1 - 


AMERICAN AID 


Kingston, Jamaica, Jan. 21. — Rear 
Admiral Davis* mission of mercy to 
stricken Kingston came to an abrupt 
and painful conclusion in consequence 
of Governor Swettenham’s objection to 
the presence of American sailors en­ 
gaged in the work of clearing the 
streets, guarding property and succor­ 
ing the wounded and sick, culminating 
in a letter to the admiral peremptorily 
requesting him to re-embark all parties 
which had been landed. 


Admiral Davis was greatly shocked 
and pained and paid a formal visit to 
Governor Swettenham, informing him 
that the United States battleships Mis­ 
souri and Indiana and the gunboat 
Yankton would sail at once. 


The friction between the governor 
and the admiral began with the ar­ 
rival of the American war vessels, 
when the governor objected to the 
firing of a salute in his honor, on the 
ground that the citizens might mistake 
the firing for a new earthquake. 
He 
also declared there was no necessity 
for American aid—that his govern­ 
ment was fully able to preserve order, 
tend 
the 
wounded and succor the 
homeless. 


Rear Admiral Davis, however, land­ 
ed parties of bluejackets, 
who 
pa­ 
trolled the streets, cleared the debris, 
razed 
ruins, attended 
many of the 
wounded and won the highest praise 
from citizens and military officers for 
excellent work. 


On the afternoon of the salute Inci­ 
dent Rear Admiral Davis wrote Gov­ 
ernor Swettenham, apologizing for the 
salute and offering to render any as­ 
sistance possible to the stricken peo­ 
ple. 


Asked to Re-Embark Marines. 


Governor 
Swettenham 
responded 
Friday as follows: 


“Dear Admiral—Thanks very much 
for your letter, your kind call and all 
the assistance 
given or offered us. 
While I most heartily appreciate the 
very generous offers of assistance, I 
feel it my duty to ask you to re-embark 
the working 
party and all 
parties 
which your kindness prompted you to 
land. 


“If In consideration of tlie American 
vice consul's assidious attentions to his 
family at his country house the Ameri­ 
can consulate needs guarding in your 
opinion, although he was present and 
it was not guarded an hour ago, I have 
no objection to your detailing a force 
for the sole purpose of guarding; but 
the party must have no firearms and 
nothing more offensive than clubs or 
staves for this function. 


“I find your working party was help­ 
ing Mr. Crosswell 
clean 
his store. 
Crosswell was delighted that the work 
was done without cost. If your excel­ 
lency should remain long enough, I am 
sure almost all the private 
owners 
woufd be glad of the services of the 
navy to save expense. 


“It is no longer a question of hu­ 
manity; all the dead died days ago,, 
and the work of having them buried is 
merely one of convenience. 


“I believe the police surveillance of 
the city is adequate for the protection 
of private property, I may remind your 
excellency that not long ago it was 
discovered that thieves had lodged in 
and pillaged the residence of some 
New York millionaire during his ab­ 
sence in the summer; but this would 
not have justified a British admiral 
landing an armed party and assisting 
the New York police. 


“I have the honor to be, with pro­ 
found gratitude and the highest re­ 
spect, your obedient servant, 
“ALEXANDER SWETTENHAM, 


“Governor.” 


Rear Admiral Davis told the Asso­ 
ciated Press that he deeply regretted 
the governor's attitude. 
He was still 
convinced that the governor was un­ 
equal to the task of relieving distress, 
that this was evident from the fact 
that the American field hospital had 
tended many sick and wounded, and 
others were constantly arriving, hav­ 
ing been unable to gain admission ta 
the government hospital. 


JAMAICANS ARE INDIGNANT 


Bitterly Denounce Swettenham and De- 
maná His Recall. 


Kingston, Jamaica, Jan. 22.—The in­ 
dignation of the residents of Jamaica, 
both official and private citizens, at 
the action of Governor Swettenham in 
demanding the withdrawal by Admiral 
Davis of the relief forces, is spreading 
and intensifying. The governor's re­ 
sponse to Admiral Davis is bitterly de­ 
nounced, and it is generally declared 
that the only possible reparation is 
for the government to apologize and 
recall Governor Swettenham. Jamai­ 
cans say, that the indignation, which 
doubtless is felt in the United States 
and England, is fully shared by the 
residents of the island. They contrast 
the apathy of the home government, 
which has not tendered any relief, and 
the loyal 
generosity of 
the United 
States, which instantly rushed war­ 
ships, surgeons, medicines and food to 
the stricken city. 


The conditions in Kingston are im­ 
proving 
slowly. 
All passes to the 
burned sections, where there is nothing 
to loot, were revoked, and this step 


has caused 
much 
inconvenience to 
Americans and others who desire to 
reach ships in the harbor. 


Many bodies are still being recov­ 
ered and cremated, and It is believed 
the fatalities will reach a total of 
700. 


Saturday night tho streets of the 
burned district still reeked with tho 
stench of decaying bodies. Tho burn­ 
ed ruins were illuminated only by tho 
baleful glow of tho corpse-flres lining 
the roadways. 
Many bodies were re­ 
covered through tho aid of vultures, 
which perched in flocks on the ruins 
beneath which their prey is burled. 
As fast as they are uncovered tho 
bodies are thrown 
on 
the funeral 
pyres and slowl* consumed. 


Fully 1000 persons have been maim­ 
ed for life, their legs or arms having 
been aumpuated, and those who sus­ 
tained lesser wounds are counted by 
the thousands. 


MATTER WILL BE DROPPED 


U. S. Won’t Hold England Responsible 
For Humiliation at Jamaica. 


Washington, Jan. 22. — Dispatches 
exchanged between the British secre­ 
tary of war and the state department, 
made public here, wholly ignoring tha 
letters which passed between Admiral 
Davis and Governor Swettenham at 
Kingston, have had the effect of re­ 
lieving the tensity of feeling which 
had existed since It became known 
that Admiral Davis returned Sunday 
to Guantanamo from Kingston with 
his ships which had gone to aid the 
stricken people of Jamaica. The mes­ 
sage from London is interpreted here 
as meaning that the British govern­ 
ment and people disavow the action 
of the governor of Jamaica in request­ 
ing Admiral Davis to embark liis men. 


At the state department it was stat­ 
ed that, so far as this government is 
concerned, the matter will be allowed 
to drop, the department’s position be­ 
ing that the action of one man in a 
distant colony, at a time of great dis­ 
tress and mental anguish, should not 
be the means of raising an unpleasant 
Issue with a great and friendly na­ 
tion. 


Officials of the National Red Cross 
society in this city do not believe that 
the Jamaican authorities will refuse 
to accept the supplies which have been 
sent by this society to that island for 
the relief of the earthquake sufferers 
on account of the correspondence be­ 
tween the government of Jamaica and 
Admiral Davis. 
At least no such in­ 
timation has thus far been given the 
society. 
In case the Red Cross sup­ 
plies are declined, however, it is more 
than probable that they will be di­ 
verted to the famine-stricken people 
of China. 


KINGSTON ASKS AMERICAN AID 


Mayor of Stricken City Appeals to 
Mayor of New York For Help. 


New York, Jan. 22.—The mayor ol 
Kingston, Jamaica, in his official ca* 
pacity, appealed to the generosity of 
the American people on behalf of the 
earthquake sufferers. In a cablegx’am 
directed to Mayor George B. McClellan 
of this city, Mayor Tait, of Kingston, 
asked for money and building mater­ 
ials, which he added were urgently 
needed. 


The cablegram received was as fol 
lows: 


“Kingston, Jamaica, Jan. 21. 


“Mayor, New York—On behalf of 
stricken people I appeal through you 
to generosity of American people for 
help. 
Every house destroyed. Money, 
lumber and building materials most 
urgently needed.* 


“TAIT, Mayor/' 


Acting upon the suggestion of Mayor 
Tait, 
Mayor 
McClellan 
announced 
through tho press that he would be 
glad to receive contributions, whifch 
would be forwarded to the proper au­ 
thorities at Kingston.

SCALED DOWN $40,000,000 


Grand Jury Finds Big Undervaluation. 


For Coal Mines. 


Wilkes-Barre, Pa,, Jan. 21. — The 
grand jury, which has been investi­ 
gating alleged frauds 
in 
assessing 
property in Luzerne county, made a 
special report to the court. The reve­ 
lations are startling. 


The grand jury claims that the in­ 
vestigations so far made show that 
property, mostly coal lands, is under­ 
valued to the extent of $40,000,000, 
The county commissioners are urged 
to increase the value of this property 
at once by about $15,000,000. 


The jury ordered the indictment ol 
three men for neglect of duty and con» 
spiracy, two assessors and an ex-clerh 
in one of the offices of the court house; 
It is claimed that the assessors were 
friendly to the coal companies and 
kept down their assessments, and the 
court-house clerk, altered assessments 
after they had been filed with the as­ 
sessors. 


The grand jury, in its report, ia 
very severe on those coal companies 
that will not sell the surface of theiz 
coal lands for building Jots, although 
such lots are very much in demand. 
The assessment on these lands is only 
$1000 an acre, while adjoining lots, 
owned by individual are taxed at ihe 
rate of $200. In other words, the small 
property owner pays tax on $200, while 
the coal companies pay Quly at th9 
rate of $14 a foot. 


PASSENGER TRAIN 
BLOWN TO PIECES 


Terr© Haute, Ind., Jan. 21.—Twon- 
ty-two 
charred, 
broken, 
mutilated 
bodies were taken from the smoulder­ 
ing ruins of the accommodation pas­ 
senger train on the Cleveland, Cin­ 
cinnati, Chicago 
& 
St. Louis 
(Big 
Four) railroad, following its destruc­ 
tion by the explosion of a carload of 
powder as it passed a freight train at 
Sandford, Ind., five miles west of Terro 
Haute. 
The number of injured will 
total at least 35. 


The causo of the disaster has not 
been fully explained, but several theo­ 
ries are advanced. Tho result was ter- 
hible. The shock was felt for 30 miles, 
many believing it to be an earthquake. 


The entire train, including the loco­ 
motive, was blown from the track, the 
coaches were demolished, the cngino 
was hurled 50 feet and the passengers 
were blown to pieces, consumed by 
fire or rescued in an injured condi­ 
tion. 


According to trainmen of the freight, 
the explosion of the powder was caus­ 
ed by the concussion of the passenger 
train, which was slowing down for 
Sandford. 


Besides the passenger train, eight 
freight cars were blown to pieces by 
tho explosion. 
Huge masses of iron 
were found hundreds of feet from tho 
track. The tank of the passenger lo­ 
comotive was hurled 100 feet. 


The wrecked train and eight freight 
cars were consumed by fire, which 
broke out in the wreckage. The other 
cars were pulled out of danger. 
Not 
a building in Sandford escaped dam­ 
age. 
Windows were shattered, dishes 
and furniture broken and several doors 
were torn from hinges. 


As the passenger train was 
just 
abreast of the powder car the contents 
of the powder c*ar exploded. 
The en­ 
tire passenger train was blown from 
the tracks into the air and crashed to 
the earth a tangled mass of wood and 
steal, beneath which lay 40 human be­ 
ings. Fire broke out in the wreckage, 
and before the eyes of citizens and res­ 
cuers, who rushed from their homes, 
many burned to death. 


Cries of the injured and the crack­ 
ling of the fierce flames greeted the 
ears of tho resucuers, who worked 
frantically, but were soon forced back 
by the terrible heat. 


Passengers were pulled 
from 
the 
ruins as the flames advanced, while 
the men frantically worked to disen­ 
tangle the human forms 
from 
the 
wreck and hunted for the injured blown 
far from the train, the women of Sand­ 
ford cared for the injured. After the 
flre drove the rescuers 
away they 
searched for scattered persons unall 
the heat died down, and then began 
dragging out charred bodies. Men con­ 
tinued to search nearby fields, where 
pieces of bodies and wearing apparel 
were picked up. 


Under the wreckage of the baggage 
car was found a charred torso, bear­ 
ing a lineman’s belt and pools about 
the 
waist. 
Four 
mutilated 
bodies 
were found in a woods several hun­ 
dred feet from the tracks. 


A fT-- 
. ;v>t of track was tom 
up, and a great hole shows where the 
powder car stood. This car contained 
500 kegs of powder. 


Engineer Welsh and Fireman Jar­ 
red, of Mattoon, I1L, who were on the 
passenger locomotive, were hurled 100 
feet and fell in a muddy field. 


BEE CURE FOR RHEUMATISM 


R. I. Young Allowed Himself to Be 
Stung By Eighteen of the Insects. 
Harrisburg, Pa., Jan. 19.—Professor 
James 
Klinger, of Mifflin, Pa., was 
elected president of the State Bee- 
Keepers’ Association at its 
annual 
meeting here. Addresses were made 
by Dr. E. F. Phillips, apiarist of the 
national department of agriculture; EL 
R. Root, of Medina, O,, and Charle* 
Stewart, New York state bee inspec­ 
tor. R. I. Young, of Middletown, Pa,, 
who has been taking the bee treatment 
for rheumatism, allowed himself to be 
stung by l&cyprian bees. The stinging 
took place before the association, the 
operation being directed by State Zool­ 
ogist Surface. 


$138/133,500 FOR PENSIONS 


Bii\ Reported Is For $2,000,000 
Less Than Last Year. 


Washington, Jan. 22. — The house 
committee on appropriations reported 
the pension bill Carrying an appropriar 
tion qf $138,13.8,500 for 19U8. The ap­ 
propriation for pensions in 1907 was 
$140,200,000. In the bill appropriation 
is made for only nine of the 18 pen­ 
sion agencies which now exist.

"MOCHA AND JAVA." 
\ 


A Phrase Which Has Grown to fc* 


Only a Tradition. 


The United States imports about 


1,000,000,000 pounds of coffee yearly. 
Some eight-tenths of the supply cornea 
from Brazil, about one-tenth 
from 


other South Americas countries, and 
one-tenth from Central America and 
Mexico. 


The importations of Mocha coffee, 


which takes its name from the town 
of Mocha, at the southern extermity 
of Arabia, are only about 2,000,0000 
pounds annually, and of Java coffee 
only about 10,000,000 pounds. 


These quantities are so small as to 


constitute only an infinitesimal pro- 
portion of the vast consumption of 
coffee in the United States. The av- 
erage import value of South Ameri- 
can coffee is about eight cents per 
pound, compared with 12 and 15 
cents for coffee from Arabia and the 
East Indies. 


Turkish and Egyptian traders go to 


Arabia before the harvest and buy the 
Mocha crop oa the tree. They mak« 
sure that it is not picked before it is 
perfectly ripe, and they attend to it» 
preparation themselves. 


Such choice Mocha is 
marketed 


largely through Cairo or Alexandria, 
and "the coffee that reaches Mocha 
and is exported front Aden is only 
what these merchants thought too 
poor to buy." 


In view of the fact that the best 


Mocha never reaches this market at 
all, and the notorious fact that for 
years only an infinitesimal proportion 
of United States imports iiaie been 
from Arabia and Java, the 
official 


statement sent out by the United 
States Government is doubtless true 
in declaring that "the terms Java and 
Mocha have now become mere charac- 
teristics of quality and blend." But 
it would be difficult to frame any de- 
scription of the 
characteristics of 


qualitiy and blend which these terms 
are supposed to represent. 


As a matter of fact, therefore, the 


words Java and Mocha on a brand of 
Coffee may usually be accepted as 
equivalent to the words "'finest" or 
"best," or similar adjectives. Only on 
coffee which is positively known to 
be the pure product 
plantations or from 


from Japanese 
Arabian planta- 


tions do these terms have any signi- 
ficance. 


There are not a few disinterested 


coffee lovers who prefer some of the 
standard brands of Brazilian coffees 
{which constitute the great bulk con- 
sciied in this country) to genuine 
Java or Mocha. A. E. Gans, who has 
given much attention to this subject 
maintains that most of the 
coffee 


consumed in the United States is 
taken by the consumer ia the belief 
that it is genuine Mocha or Java. If 
this statement is true, declares Good 
Housekeeping, such fraud and graft is 
of the largest dimensions. 


The Color of Alpine Flower*. 


The extraordinary purity and bright- 


ness of the colors of many Alpine flow- 
ers—and the same is true of Arctic 
ones—are well known. The vivid col- 
oring often extends to the whole part 
of the plant above the ground, even the 
leaves and stems being covered with 
a deep red or purple which masks the 
chlorophyll green. Dr. Tborild Wulfl 
who has published his researches-with 
the Russo-Swedish Expedition in Spits- 
bergen, finds that the pigment—An- 
thocyanin—which causes 
this color 


is present in all Arctic plants, and 
that it is connected wirt a superfluity 
of sugar in their composition—in oth- 
er words, that the leaves of Arctic 
plants are "sugar leaves." The pur- 
pose which the pigment serves is pos- 
sibly that of helping the plant-to pass 
the products which the leaves assimi- 
late into its general system; or it may 
be that the red and violet colors which 
result from the accumulation of the 
pigment enable the plent to 
absorb 


more radiant energy from the sun's 
light, and thus help out its rather fee- 
ble vital processes. Another interest- 
Ing feature of Arctic plants is that 
they are all of feeble 
transpiratory 


powers—that is to say tfcat the amount 
of moisture exhaled from their leaves 
is very small. At hi?n temperatures 
the transpiration rate falls. ThesArc- 
tic plants, in fact, dare not make use 
of the conditions which favor evapora- 
tion, because their roots are unable 
to absorb enough water to cover the 
loss which -would result-

speed. Bat every one owes it to his health to be able to run, without distress, 
say a half-mile at a fair pace. Let him begin by jogging one-eighth or one- 
quarter of a mile, then a half-mile, which distance he may ultimately run rea- 
sonably fast.

The decoration of the first 


temple, that of Mentuhetep III, we may 
certainly assign to Mertisen, who was 
a skilled artist-craftsman, and who 
appears from his work recently ex- 
hibited in London, to hare been the- 
originator of the style of high-colored 
relief, which proved so effective in the 
adornment of the older Harbor Tem- 
ple. The second and grander temple, 
built by the remarkable Queen Hat- 
shepsui, was certainly the work of 
Senmut — one of the most remarkable 
of the many artists and statesmen of 
the Theban Court. Hatshepsut seems. 
to have had the power of finding men 
of talent even of obscure origin, anil 
raising them to high positions in the 
State. 


Senmut appears to have been one- 


of these proteges, for it is stated on 
his statue, found in the temple of Mut. 
at Thebes by Messrs. 
Benson and 


Gourlay, that he was a man "whose 
ancestors were not found in writing"; 
that is, were not members of the The- 
ban aristocracy. Besides this siatue 
there is another in Berlin, and his-- 
tomb was found by Dr. Steindcrf at 
Abd el Gurneh, in 1S95. From these- 
records it is possible to compile a fair- 
ly complete biography of this remark- 
able man. He first appears as having 
been sent to the granite quarries at 
Anwan to snaperintend the cutting or 
two great obelisks of the Queen, which 
were erected at Karnak. and one or 
which still remains in situ. It -was, 
however, as a builder and architect 
that he was most celebrated. 
He is- 


styled "the architect of al! the works 
of the Queen in Karnak, Erment, or 
Dier-el-Mut, where his statue was- 
found. He says that "he was great 
in establishing the monuments of the- 
mistresB of the two lands, and in erect- 
ing all works." He was also over- 
seer and superintendent of all tem- 
ples — that is, architect to the eccles- 
iastical commissioners of the period. 


He gained the complete confidence 


of his royal mistrtss, for he says "that 
I filled the heart of the Queen daily,. 
I was upright and the mistress of two* 
lands was pleased with that which 
came forth from my mouth." That 
the Queen, did so favcr him is shown 
by the statue being erected by order 
of the Queen, for it bears the inscrip- 
tion "Presented by order of the Queen,. 
so that his memory might be good 
before the people for all time." Lake- 
Rubens, of whom it is said, "S'amusat 
d'etre Ambassadeur," Senmut held 
high offices of State," and as such was 
a species of Prime Minister, "for all 
affairs are reported to me, and I di- 
rected the North and South-" 


He was also "Royal Chancellor and 


keeper of the King's Seal." Of course 
like most Egyptian officials, he had 
also priestly offices. 
He was chief 


priest of the Mortuary Temple of 
Aahmes, the founder of the dynasty, 
and chief over the Secrets of the Great 
House and Temple of Amen in Kar- 
nak. He was also keeper of the store- 
houses and the gardens of Amen, the 
latter beLng those planted 
by 
the 


Queen, with strange plants from the 
Holy Land of Punt. 


Such is the man whom the great 


Queen raised from Obscurity to great- 
ness, and whose name will survive to 
all rime in his great work — the Tem- 
ple of Deir-el-Bahari, as the monu- 
ment of Sir. Christopher Wren is 
found in St. Paul's itself. This history 
of so great an artist is another proof 
of the extent to which individuality 
was recognized in Egypt, and not, as 
in Assyria, all merged in the King's 
person.

A Phrase Which 
Has Qrov*in to bft 
Only a Tradition. 


The United States imports about 
l.OOO.OOO.OOO pounds of coffee yearly. 
Some eight-tenths of the supply comes 
from Brazil, 
about 
one-tenth 
from 
other South American countries, and 
one-tenth from Central America 
and 
Mexico. 


The importations of Mocha coffee, 
which takes i u name from the town 
of Mocha, at the southern extermlty 
of Arabia, are only about 2,000,0000 
pounds annually, and of Java coifeo 
only about 10,000,000 pounds. 


These quantities are so small as to 
constitute only an infinitesimal pro- 
portion of the vast conBumptlon of 
coffee In the United States. 
The av- 
erage Import value of South 
Ameri- 
can coffee Is about eight cents per 
pound, compared 
with 
12 
and 
16 
cents for coffee from Arabia and tho 
East Indies. 


Turkish and Egyptian traders go to 
Arabia before the harvest and buy the 
Mocha crop oa the tree. 
They make 
Bure that It is not picked before it is 
perfectly ripe, and they attend to it» 
preparation themselves. 


Such choice 
Mocha 
is 
marketed 
largely through Cairo or Alexandria, 
and "the coffee that reaches Mocha 
and is exported froim Aden is only 
what theso merchants thought too 
poor to buy." 


In view of the fact that the best 
Mocha never reaches this market at 
all, and the notorious fact that for 
years only an Infinitesimal proportion 
of United States imports have been 
from Arabia and 
Java, 
the official 
statement sent out 
by the 
United 
States Government is doubtless true 
in declaring that "the terms Java and 
Mocha have now become mere charac- 
teristics of quality and blend." 
But 
it would b6 difficult to frame any de- 
scription of 
the 
characteristics 
of 
qualitiy and blend which these terms 
are supposed to represent 


As a matter of fact, therefore, the 
words Java and Mocha on a brand of 
Coffee may usually be accepted as 
equivalent to the words "finest" or 
"best," or similar adjectives. Only on 
coffee which is positively known to 
be the pure product 
from 
Japanese 
plantations or from Arabian planU- 
tlons do these terms have any signi- 
ficance. 


There are not a few disinterei^ted 
coffee lovers who prefer some of the 
standard brands of Brazilian coffees 
(which constitute the great bulk con- 
scued in this 
country) 
to 
genuine 
Java or Mocha, A. B. Gans, who has 
given much attention to this subject 
maintains thdt mo«t 
of 
the 
coffee 
consumed in 
the 
United States 
Is 
taken by the consumer in the belief 
that it is genuine Mocha or Java. If 
this statement Is true, declares Good 
Housekeeping, such fraud and graft Is 
of the largest dimensions. 


The Color of Alpine Flower«. 


The extraordinary purity and bright- 
ness of the colors of many Alpine flow- 
ers—iind the same is true of ArcÜc 
ones—are well known. The vivid col- 
oring often extends to the whole part 
of the plant above the ground, even the 
leaves and stems being covered with 
a deep red or purple which masks the 
chlorophyll green. Dr. Thorild Wulä 
who has published his researches-with 
the Russo-Swedish Expedition In Spitz- 
bergen, finds that the pigment—An- 
thocyanin—which causes 
this 
color 
is present in all Arctic plants, and 
that It is connected with a superfluity 
of sugar in their composition—in oth- 
er words, that the leaves of Arctic 
plants are "sugar leaves." 
The pur- 
pose which the pigment serves is pos- 
Bibly that of helping the plant to pass 
the products which the leaves assimi- 
late Into its general system; or it may 
be that the red and violet colors which 
result from the accumulation of tho 
pigment enable tho pl?.nt to 
absorb 
more radiant energy from the sun's 
light, and thus help out Its rather fee- 
ble vital processes. Another interest- 
ing feature of ArcÜc plants Is that 
they are all of feet>le 
transplratory 
powers-that is to say that the amount 
^ moisture exhaled from their leaves 
ib very small.

BUlUT MANY TEMPLES. 


Ancicnt 
Architect 
Whote 
Work 
Admired Today. 


The great work of exploratiion, new 
drawing near compleUon. on which • 
the Egypt Exploration Pimd has been 
engaged at Dier-el-Baharl. 
naturally 
draws attention, 
says The 
London 
Globe, to the men to whom we owe 
the beautiful edlflcee of the temples- 
of the Twelfth and Eighteenth Dy- 
nasties. 
The decoration of the first 
temple, that of Mentuhetep III. we mar 
certainly assign to Mertisen, who wa* 
„ skilled 
artist-craftsman, and 
who- 
nippears from his work recently ex- 
hlWted In London, to have been the- 
originator of the style of high-colored 
relief, which proved so effective in the 
adornment of the older Hathor Tem- 
ple. The second and grander temple, 
built by the remarkable Queen Hat- 
shepsut, was certainly the work of 
Senmut—one of the most remarkable 
of the many artists and sta^teamen of 
the Theban Court, Hatshepsut seems, 
to have had the power of finding meu 
of talent even of obscure origin^ ani 
raising them to high poslUctifi hi the- 
SUte. 


Senmut ap.pear3 to have been one- 
oi those proteges, for It is stated on 
his statue, found in the temple o<t Mut. 
at Thebes by 
Messrs. 
Benson 
and 
Gourlay, that he was a man "whose- 
ancestors were not found In writing"; 
that Is, were not members of the The- 
ban aristocracy. 
Beeldes thils statue 
there Is another in Berlin, and hlff- 
tomb was found by Dr. Stelndorf at 
Abd el Gumeh. in 1895. From theeft- 
records it is possible to compile a fair- 
ly complete biography of this remark- 
able man. He first appears as having 
been sent to the granite quarries at 
Anwan to snuperintend the cutting or 
two great obelisks of the Queen, wliich 
were erected at Karnak. and one of 
which still remains In situ. 
It was,, 
however, as a builder and architect 
that he was most celebrated. 
He is- 
styled "the architect of all the works 
of the Queen In Kamak, Erment, of 
Dler-el-Mut, 
where his 
statue 
wa«- 
found. 
He says that "he was great 
in establishing the monuments of the- 
mlstres« of the two lands, and In erect- 
ing all worlds." 
He was also over- 
seer and s-uperintendent of all tem- 
ples—that is. architect to the eccles- 
iastical commissioners of the period. 


He gained the complete confidence- 
of his royal mistrtss, for he says "that 
I filled the heart of the Queen dally^ 
I was upright and the mistress of two- 
lands was pleased with that which 
came forth from my mouth." 
That 
the Queen did so favcr him is shown 
by tho statue being erected by order 
of the Queen, for it bears the inscrip- 
tion "Presented by order of the Queen^ 
so that his memory might be good 
before the people for all time." 
Like- 
Rubens, of whom it is said, "S'amusat 
d'etre 
Ambassadeur," 
Senmut 
held 
high offices of State," and as such was 
a species of Prime Minister, "for all 
affairs are reported to me, and I di- 
rected the North and South." 


He was also "Royal Chancellor and 
keeper of the King's Seal." Of course 
like most Egyptian officials, he had 
also priestly offices. 
He was chief 
priest of the 
Mortuary 
Temtple 
of 
Aahmes, the founder of the dynasty, 
and chief over the Secrets of the Great 
House and Temple of Amen In Kar-' 
nak. He was also keeper of the store- 
houses and the gardens of Amen, the 
latter belling those 
planted 
by 
the 
Queen, with strange plants from the 
Holy Land of Punt. 


Such is the man whom the great 
Queen raised from Obscurity to great- 
ness, and whose name will survive to 
all time in his great work—the Tem- 
ple of Deir-el-Baharl, as the monu- 
ment of 
Sir. 
Christopher Wren Is 
found In St. Paul's Itself. This history 
of so great an artist is another proof 
of the extent to which Individuality 
was recognized in E«:ypit, and not, as 
in Assyria, all merged in the King'» 
person.

"MOCHA AND JAVA.” 


A Phrase Which Has Grown to ba 


Only a Tradition. 


The United States imports about 
1,000,000,000 pounds of coffee yearly. 
Some eight-tenths of the supply comes 
from Brazil, 
about one-tenth 
from 
other South American countries, and 
one-tenth from Central America 
and 
Mexico. 


The importations of Mocha coffee, 
which takes ita name from the town 
of Mocha, at the southern extermity 
of Arabia, are only about 2,000,0000 
pounds annually, and of Java coffee 
only about 10,000,000 pounds. 


These quantities are so small as to 
constitute only an infinitesimal pro­ 
portion of the vast consumption of 
coffee in the United States. 
The av­ 
erage import value of South Ameri­ 
can coffee is about eight cents per 
pound, compared 
with 
12 
and 
15 
cents for coffee from Arabia and the 
East Indies. 


Turkish and Egyptian traders go to 
Arabia before the harvest and buy the 
Mocha crop oh. the tree. 
They make 
sure that it is not picked before it is 
perfectly ripe, and they attend to ita 
preparation themselves. 


Such choice 
Mocha 
is 
marketed 
largely through Cairo or Alexandria, 
and “the coffee that reaches Mocha 
and is exported from Aden is only 
what these merchants thought too 
poor to buy.’' 


In view of the fact that the best 
Mocha never reaches this market at 
all, and the notorious fact that for 
years only an Infinitesimal proportion 
of United States imports have been 
from Arabia and 
Java, 
the 
official 
statement sent out by 
the United 
States Government is doubtless true 
in declaring that “the terms Java and 
Mocha have now become mere charac­ 
teristics of quality and blend.” 
But 
it would b6 difficult to frame any de­ 
scription of 
the 
characteristics 
of 
qualitiy and blend which these terms 
are supposed to represent. 


As a matter of fact, therefore, the 
words Java and Mocha on a brand of 
Coffee may usually be accepted as 
equivalent to the words “finest” or 
“best,” or similar adjectives. Only on 
coffee which is positively known to 
be the pure product from Japanese 
plantations or from Arabian planta­ 
tions do these terms have any signi­ 
ficance. 


There are not a few disinterested 
coffee lovers who prefer some of the 
standard brands of Brazilian coffees 
(which constitute the great bulk con- 
scxied in this 
country) 
to genuine 
Java or Mocha. A. E. Gans, who has 
given much attention to this subject 
maintains thdt most 
of 
the 
coffee 
consumed in 
the 
United States 
is 
taken by the consumer in the beiief 
that it is genuine Mocha or Java, 
If 
this statement is true, declares Good 
Housekeeping, such fraud and graft is 
of the largest dimensions.

The Color of Alpine Flowen. 


The extraordinary purity and bright­ 
ness of the colors of many Alpine flow­ 
ers—and the same is true of Arctic 
ones—are well known. The vivid col­ 
oring often extends to the whole part 
of the plant above the ground, even the 
leaves and stems being covered with 
a deep red or purple which masks the 
chlorophyll green. Dr. Thorild Wulff 
who has published his researches-with 
the Russo-Swedish Expedition in Spitz- 
bergen, finds that the pigment—An- 
thocyanin—which causes 
this 
color 
is present in all Arctic plants, and 
that it is connected with a superfluity 
of suigar in their composition—in oth­ 
er words, that the leaves of Arctic 
plants are “sugar leaves.” 
The pur­ 
pose which the pigment serves is pos­ 
sibly that of helping the plant to pass 
the products which the leaves assimi­ 
late into its general system; or it may 
be that the red and violet colors which 
result from the accumulation of the 
pigment enable the plant to 
absorb 
more radiant energy from the sun’s 
light, and thus heip out its rather fee­ 
ble vital processes. Another interest­ 
ing feature of Arctic plants is that 
they are all of feeble 
transpira tory 
powers—that is to say that the amount 
of moisture exhaled from their leaves 
is very small. 
At hign temperatures 
the transpiration rate falls. The^Arc- 
tic plants, in fact, dare not make use 
of the conditions which favor evapora­ 
tion, because their roots are unable 
to absorb enough water to cover the 
loss which *>ou’ld result. 


The Shakeless Grip.

That calisthenics and light exercises gen­ 
erally are also deficient in this respect is proved by the fact 
that, while all humankind naturally indulge in light exercis­ 
es, yet heart ailments are prevalent among them. Every one 
that is not bedridden walks more or less; and I have read 
learned articles which try to prove that walking is the only exercise man re­ 
quires. But if a man never runs, he could not, if he would, run fairly fast 
even a half-mile. 
So the argument is in effect that a man need not be able to 
run. 
I cannot agree with this conclusion; for walking at a moderate pace af­ 
fects heart action only slightly. 


Running, of all exercises for the heart, is, I think, the best. Of course, 
one who has a weak heart cannot immediately run either fast or far; nor is it 
necessary for the average individual to learn to run great distances at a high 
speed. But every one owes it to his health to be able to run, without distress, 
say a half-mile at a fair pace. Let him begin by jogging one-eighth or one- 
quarter of a mile, then a half-mile, which distance he may ultimately run rear 
sonably fast.—The Outing Magazine.

Ancient Architect Whose 
Work Is^ 
Admired Today. 


The great work of exploration, now 
drawing near completion, on which • 
the Egypt Exploration Fund has been 
engaged at Dier-el-Bahari, naturally 
draws attention, 
says The 
London 
Globe, to the men to whom we owe 
the beautiful edifices of the temples * 
of the Twelfth and Eighteenth Dy­ 
nasties. 
The decoration of the first 
temple, that of Mentuhetep III, we may 
certainly assign to Mertisen, who was 
a skilled 
artist-craftsman, and 
who* 
appears from his work recently ex­ 
hibited in London, to have been the- 
originator of the style of high-colored 
relief, which proved so effective in the 
adornment of the older Hathor Tem­ 
ple. 
The second and grander temple, 
built by the remarkable Queen Hat- 
shepsut, was certainly the work of 
Senmut—one of the most remarkable 
of the many artists and statesmen of 
the Theban Court, 
Hatshepsut seems- 
to have had the power of finding men 
of talent even of obscure origin«, and 
raising them to high positions hi the- 
State. 


Senmut appears to have been one* 
ot these proteges, for it is stated on 
his statue, found in the temple oi Mut. 
at Thebes by 
Messrs. 
Benson 
and 
Gourlay, that he was a man “whose- 
ancestors were not found In writing"; 
that is, were not members of the The­ 
ban aristocracy. 
Besides thiis statue 
there is another in Berlin, and hir- 
tomb was found by Dr. Steindorf at 
Abd el Guraeh, in 1895. 
From theee* 
records it is possible to compile a fair­ 
ly complete bic&raphy of this remark­ 
able man. 
He first appears as having“ 
been sent to the granite quarries at 
Anwan to snuperintend the cutting o r 
two great obelisks of the Queen, which 
were erected at Karnak, and one of 
which still remains in situ. 
It was* 
however, as a builder and architect 
that he was most celebrated. 
He is. 
styled “the architect of all the works 
of the Queen in Karnak, Erment, o f 
Dier-el-Mut, 
where his 
statue 
was 
found. 
He says Xh&t “he was great 
in establishing the monuments of the 
mistrese of the two lands, and in erect­ 
ing all works.” 
He was also over­ 
seer and superintendent of all tem­ 
ple»—that is, architect to the eccles­ 
iastical commissioners of the period. 


He gained the complete confidence 
of his royal mistrtss, for he says “th at 
I filled the heart of the Queen daily,. 
I was upright and the mistress of tw a 
lands was pJeased with that which 
came forth from my mouth.” 
T hat 
the Queen did so favcr him is shown 
by the statue being erected by order 
of the Queen, for it bears the inscrip­ 
tion “Presented by order of the Queen, 
so that his memory might be good 
before the people for all time.” 
Like 
Rubens, of whom it is said, ‘73’amusat 
d’etre 
Ambassadeur,” 
Senmut 
held 
high ofllces of State,” and as such was 
a species of Prime Minister, “for all 
affairs are reported to me, and I di­ 
rected the North and South.” 


He was also “Royal Chancellor and 
keeper of the King’s Seal.” Of course 
like most Egyptian officials, he had 
also priestly offices. 
He was chief 
priest of the 
Mortuary 
Temple 
of 
Aahmes, the founder of the dynasty, 
and chief over the Secrets of the Great 
House and Temple of Amen in K a r-f 
nak. He was also keeper of the store­ 
houses and the gardens of Amen, the 
latter belling those 
planted 
by 
the 
Queen, with strange plants from the 
Holy Land of Punt. 


Such is the man whom the great 
Queen raised from Obscurity to great­ 
ness, and whose name will survive to 
all time in his great work—the Tem­ 
ple of Deir-el-Bahari, as the monu­ 
ment of 
Sir. 
Christopher Wren is 
found in St. Paul’s itself. This history 
of so great an artist is another proof 
of the extent to which individuality 
was recognized in Egypt, and not, as 
in Assyria, all merged in the King’s 
person.

th« Gems art Supposed to Exit*. 
Reports of diamond discoveries and 


the formation ot companies to exploit 
rarious fields wkere these gems art 
supposed to exist continue to appear 
with usual regularity, and they now 
seem to increase in direct ratio to the 
strength of the diamond market as the 
price of diamonds continues its up- 
ward climb. Of the supposed diamond 
fields, the two which have been re- 
ceiving the greatest attention at the 
present time are those located in Ken- 
tucky, which were mentioned some 
time ago, and a new field in the vicin- 
ity of Plum City, Wis. In neither have 
diamonds of any size whatsoever been 
discovered by the men backing the 
projects, though it is true that some 
diamonds, suppose to be of glacial 
origin, were found in Wisconsin before 
any thought of developing the fields 
were entertained. 
In both instances 


the hope held out to the expectant 
buyer of stock lies not in what has 
ben found, but what may be foand by 
reason of toe fact that true blue clay, 
or kimberlite, exists throughout the 
area being worked, and experts seem 
to absolutely base their hope on the 
general proposition that where there 
is kimberhte there will probably be 
diamonds. 


It is possible that these experts may 


not take into consideration the fact 
that, even though diamonds may exist 


sedate, with shaven heads and henna ! 
dyed beards; men in long flowing and 
-embroidered sheepskin coats, boots of 
red and turbans of green, v/ho, for 
.-sitting, find the floor more comfortable 
than chairs.

David Drap- 
er, the South African geologist, who 
discovered the new Premier mines in 
the Transvaal, and who is said to have 
pronounced both the blue clay of Ken- 
tucky and Wisconsin fields to be true 
kimberiite, said on his visit to this 
country a year ago that the chances 


did come across some melancholy Per- 
sians who had turquoise and opal 
stones to sell, and we spent a rainy 
afternoon in haggling. 


Yet there is a fascination in the mul- 


titude of articles. 
At times one can 


imagine that all the manufactures of 
shoddy articles have dumped their 


to have been brought by caravan from 
' China, but which has been sent around 
by ship to Odessa and trained to Ni- 
_jn!—or in making a fuss with precious 
stones which he hints have been stolen 
from the mines, and therefore are to 
be obtained as a bargain, but which 
• are imitation, made in a Parisian fac- 
tory, the Tartar scores. 


He stands by his shed or stall, look- 


ing cold and grimy, his fur cap down 
•over his ears and his hands hid In the 
sleeves of his skin coat, which is badly 
tanned and most unappetizing In odor. 
He has wondrous stacks of skins, from 
-«ilver fox down to rat. 
You can walk- 


the better part of a mile past shops 


, -crowded with skins, most requiring to 


oe cured. 
For a year Siberia Is hunt- 


•ed for skins to supply the Nijni Nov- 
gorod mart. 
The tribes of the north 


stalk in the winter; colonies of polit- 
ical exiles have sometimes little other 
means of winning a livelihood than by 
getting skins. 


Over hundreds of miles of trackless 


«now the skins are hauled till a river 
Is reached. 
Then by boat they are 


brought to some place where the Si- 
berian railway can be touched or are 
taken to some affluent of the Volga. 
The Tartar merchant has his buyers 
•everywhere. 
In his slothful but still 


methodical way he meets the skins at 
•certain points and arrives at Nijni 
Novgorod with perhaps a couple of 
thousand pounds worth of goods. 


The market is conducted on strictly 


Eastern principles. 
There Is no fixed 


price. 
Everything is worth what It 


will fetch. 
The Tartar asks twice 


es much as a thing is worth, aware all 
the tSme that you know he is asking 
double what he will accept. 
You 


offer half what the thing is worth, 
aware that he knows that you intend 
to increase the offer. 
So, much time 


Is wasted by him regretfully lowering 
his price and you grudgingly raising 
your offer, until at the end you come 
"very near if not actually to the price 
you both know to be about right. 


There are splashes of tne pictur- 


, esque about the people who attend the 
fair. 
They have come from all points 


of the compass, by the slow and dirty 
Russian trains, by the huge, commodi- 
ous, shallow draughted, naptia driven 
Volga boats—quite as big as the notor- 
ious floating towns on American 
streams—and by caravan. 
Russians 


from the towns are dressed in the 
European style, on the German model; 
Russians from the country are in wide 
trousers and top boots, flapping red 
shirts and thick belts; they are bearded 
while the hair is cropped short and the 
back of the neck shaved; their women 
are plain, stout, figurless, and have 
shawls tied about their heads. 


There are the brown cloaked, sheep- 


skin hatted Persians from below the 
Caucasus mountains; there are al- 
mond eyed Mongols, shrivel faced and 
wisp whiskered; there are tawny Bu- 
rials and gay robed men from Bok- 
hara; there are innumerable Tartars,

Dying American Forests. 


The National 
Hardwood Lumber 


Association, recently hi session in 
Memphis, Tenn., accepted the com- 
mittee report that, from the best esti- 
mates possible to be had, "there now 
stood in the United States approxi- 
mately 1,475,000,000,000 feet of lum- 
ber, but that 45,000,000,000 feet were 
being cut every year." 


At this rate our forests would last 


nearly thirty-three eyars, at 
which 


time the production of commercial lum- 
ber must cease altogether. 


But there are several other contln- 


I gencies which must be considered in 
( such calculations. 
The annual fires 


In forests destroy an incredible quan- 
tity of standing timber, including all 
the younger growths which have 
started and the seed as well and seed 
trees from which future forests must 
be produced. 


Including the consumption of wood 


for pulp and paper, lumber cut for ex- 
port and for domestic use, telegraph 
poles, cross ties, piling and fuel, of 
which much is still used in many lo- 
cations, the timber used in mining 
operations and that destroyed by for- 
est fires, there are seventy-five billion 
feet of timber" consumed each year, 
with an increased quantity yearly. It 
is evident, therefore, that we hare 
not enough, timber standing to contin- 
ue commercially for more than twenty

deftts Cut O* bjr Kew 
Private tutoring no longer yields 


the rich harvest of former times to 
clever students in the universities 
and colleges of this town. The palmy 
days of the business vanished ten- or 
fifteen years ago, when a student 
working his way through college 
could still earn from $1000 to $2500 
a year, and when some mea earned 
nearly twice che latter sum. 


Even then, however, the business 


was not such a science as the 
"Widow" makes of it at Harvard. You 
may learn almost anything of the 
Widow that is taught in the univer- 
sity, and there are undergraduates 
who fervently believe that he (for 
the Widow is not a woman) knows 
more of most subjects than the real 
professors. 


The Widow's neatly typewritten 


lecture notes, the Widow's careful 
summaries of the matter assigned for 
collateral 
reading, 
are 
regularly 


served out clay aft^r day to those stu- 
dents who can afford to pay the 
Widow's prices. It costs a good deal 
more to get the Widow's lecture notes 
and other aids to scholarship than 
the fees of the university. 


Columbia and the University of the 


City of New York have no Widow. 
There are hard working students who 
still tutor undergraduates for pay, 
and there are ^eascas when such stu- 
dents neglect their own work in or- 
der that they may put in twelve or 
fifteen hours a tlay -with the lads 
whom they are tutoring, but a good 
many things have combined to spoil 
the market in Xew York. 


The preparatory schools, if they 


are not doing their work better than 
they did it twenty years ago, are at 
least directing it more strictly to the 
end in view, that of putting youths 
into college. 
Conditions are fewer 


thaa they used to be, and electives 
give a student a chance to discover 
soft things in the way of studies. 


Even the summer tutoring of lads 


who have failed in the June entrance 
examinations is not the profitable 
business it once was. There was a 
time not so long ago when husky 
young football players from the pre- 
paratory schools gave up two-thirds 
of their summer holidays to studying 
against the autumn entrance exami- 
nations, and anxious friends of col- 
lege athletics urged them on to their 
distasteful tasks. 
Parents gladly 


paid from $3 to S5 an hour to the 
men who thus carried dull or idle 
boys through their vacation studies. 


Tutoring is not specially frowned 


upon at the universities and colleges 
of this city. Some of the professors 
themselves earned almost as much as 
:utors in their college days as they 
now earn as heads of departments, 
and then the business does not as- 
sume its worst form here. 


In those universities where tutor- 


ing has been brought to such perfec- 
tion th \t the idle undergraduate with 
money to spend can be reasonably 
sure of passing his 
examinations 


without attending lectures regularly 
or reading the books assigned pro- 
fessors flunk the fellows who are 
known to be regular customers of the 
tutoring mills. 
A lecturer at one 


university, not In New York, con- 
fessed that when he examined the 
typewritten notes of one of his own 
lectures furnished to a student by a 
tutoring mill he found them fuller 
thaa the notes that he was himself 
using, for the tutor had put in side 
remarks and illustrations that did 
not appear in the lecturer's notes. — - 
New York Sun.

Cancer is far from incurable, ac- 


cording to Dr. Nicholas Senn. In a 
lecture on "The Problem of Cancer," 
at the University of Chicago, Dr. Senn 
declared that 50 per cent,

cases brought to the attention of phy- 
eicians in the earliest stages may be 
cured. 
The lecturer advocated the 


establishment of some sort of bureau 
to keep the public informed as to 
the nature of cancer and possible 
cures, as is done in some cities of Eu- 
rope.

spondent and keeping away from good 
physicians. "If the disease is detect- 
ed in its early stages a cure may be 
affected," said Dr. Senn; "but if it 
is allowed to go to an advanced stage 
nothing can be dope." 


LOOSENS A TIGHT SHOE. 


A little girl came i~z 
rx» her mother 


with a plaint that her shoe hurt her. 
The caller looked at the little foot 
and asksd the child where it hurt, 
and then demanded alcohol. 
This 


being at hand, she thoroughly satur- 
ated the child's shoe over the part 
where the hurt was, using her fingers 
and pressing them gently on the shoe. 
The remedy eased the child's pain, 
and the caller said that she always 
used it to loosen a tight shoe. Her 
mother, she explained, used whiskey 
or brandy, but when these were not 
at hand the alcohol would do. For 
either kid or canvas shoes the treat- 
ment was the best -where the shoe 
could not be put on a last. 


A striking instance of the practi- 


cal usefulness of a knowledge of en- 
tomology was recently cited by an of- 
ficial of the Department of Agricul- 
ture. Red clover was sent to a cer- 
tain western state, where it previous- 
ly did not exist, but, to the great 
•disappointment of the farmers, it 
did not thrive. The entomilGgists told 
the farmers what the matter was; 
they had neglected to import bumble 
bees with the clover. The bumble bee 
with its long proboscis, was the only 
insect that could reach the honey in 
the red clover heads and therefore, 
ths only one that would fertilize th« 
flowers. 


Steeplechase Fish. 


Among the curiosities of nature 


in the Asiatic world are the little 
umping fish, belonging to the species 
Gobius, which may be seen at many 
ilaces on the coast of India, and par- 
ticularly near Bombay. They pass 
the larger part of the time on the 
shore, 
preferring 
muddy 
places, 


where they pursue their prey, con- 
sisting of Sies and small crabs and 
other crustaceans, by leaps performed 
with the aid of their fins and tails. 
They are extremely shy, and their 
ingularly 
prominent eyes 
afford 


them a good look around as they ile 
quietly on the shore in the intervals 
between the chases after prey. Mov- 
ng quickly with little jumps/ thej 
are sometimes used by fishermen for 
iving bait, and are also sold in the 
Markets.—Youth's Companion.

'^NUNI NOVGOROD RUSStA FAIR IN 


ITS OLD GLORY. 


«Remarkable Gathering of Mussulmans 
of Russian Empire—Shrewdness of 
the Tartars—How Scales Are Made 
~ F a i r 
Grounds 
In 
e 
Mud 
Flat 
Along the Volga—Picturesque Diess 
of Attendants. 


During the last two and a half years 
neither the German comercial travel- 
ler nor his wares have had 
much 
-chance to get along the Siberian rail- 
road. 
Now that the twin line of 
• «tecl. running for six thousand miles 
from Moscow to Valdivostok, is free 
irom the conveyance ot troops, 
the 
.'Siberian towns, which have been starv- 
ing for goods, are demanding large 
.supplies and speedy deliveries. 
In the 
disturbed condition of the 
country, 
liowever. German firms have 
shown 
no eagerness to risk the lives of their 
travellers in a region where the value 
-of life is decreaslngly regarded, nor 
^to forward goods for which there is , 
-a very problematic prospect of pay- 
ment. 
Accordingly.Maliomet has had 
to come to the mountain, and this 
season writes P\)ster Fraser 
In 
the 
Landan Standard. Nijnl Novgorod Is 
basking in Its old glory. 


The fair has provided opportunity 
'for a remarkable gathering—a 
con- 
.gress representing twenty million Mus- 
leulmans in the Russian Empire—Mos- 
lems from south Russia, men who have 
taken to the garb and customs of the 
West, and who, with their hair cropped 
-a la Française 
and imperials, 
dark 
.gray lounge jackets and patent leather 
boots, might easily be mistaken for 
Parisians; Moslems from MongoLia and 
Bokhara, men slim and sallow 
and 
eedate, with shaven heads and henna 
dyed beards; men in long flowing and 
-embroidered sheepskin coats, boots of 
red and turbans of green, who, for 
^sitting, find the floor more comfortable 
than chairs. 


The Tartars are the cleverest mer- 
-chants who come to Nljni Novgorod. 
Whether It be in the selling of "over- 
land'* tea—believed by the Muscovite 
to have been brought by caravan from 
'China, but Avhiich has been sent around 
by ship to Odessa and trained to Ni- 
,JnI—or In making a fuss with precious 
•stones which he hints have been stolen 
from the mines, and therefore are to 
be obtained as a bargain, but which 
.are Imitation, made In a Parisian fac- 
tory, the Tartar scores. 


He stands by his shed or stall, look- 
ing cold and grimy, his fur cap down 
-over his ears and his hands hid in the 
sleeves of his skin coat, which is badly 
tanned and most unappetizing in odor. 
He has wondrous stacks of skins, from 
'.flilver fox down to rat. 
You can walk» 
the better part oi a mile past shops 
•crowded with skins, most requiring to 
be cured. 
For a year Siberia Is hunt- 
•ed for skins to supply the Nijnl Nov- 
gorod mart. 
The tribes of the north 
stalk in the winter; colonies of polit- 
ical exiles have somstlmes little other 
means of winning a livelihood than by 
getting skins. 


Over hundreds of miles of trackless 
«now the skins are hauled till a river 
i s reached. 
Then by boat they are 
brought to some place where the Si- 
berian railway can be touched or are 
taken to some affluent of the Volga. 
The Tartar merchant has his buyers 
everywhere. 
In his slothful but still 
^ methodiical way he meets the skins at 
certain points and arrives at 
Nijnl 
Novgorod with perhaps a couple of 
thousand pounds worth of goods. 


The market Is conducted on strictly 
Eastern principles. 
There is no fixed 
price. 
Everything is worth what it 
will fetch. 
The Tartar asks twice 
es much as a thing Is worth, aware all 
the time that you know he is asking 
double what he will accept. 
You 
offer half what the thing is worth, 
aware that he knows that you Intend 
to Increase the offer. 
So, much time 
(b wasted by him regretfully lowering 
his price and you grudgingly raising 
your offer, until at the end you come 
very near If not actually to the price 
you both know to be about right. 


There are splashes of tne 
pictur- 
esque about the people who attend thi 
fair. 
They have come ^rom all points 
of the compass, by the slow and dirty 
Russian trains, by the huge, commodi- 
fT ous, shallow draughted, naptha driven 
Volga boats—quite as big as the notor- 
ious 
floating 
towns 
on 
American 
stream»—and by caravan. 
Russians 
from the towns are dressed in the 
Buroipean style, on the German model; 
Russians from the country are in wide 
trousers and top boots, 
flapping 
red 
Bhlrts and tlilck belts; they are bearded 
while the hair Is cropped short and the 
back of the neck shaved; their women 
ore plain, stout, flgurless, and 
have 
shawls tied about their heads. 


There are the brown cloaked, sheep- 
skin hatted Persians from below the 
Caucasus mountains; 
there are 
al- 
mond eyed Mongols, shrivel faced and 
wisp whiskered; there are tawny Bu- 
riats and gay robed men from Bok- 
hara; there are Innumerable Tartars, 
some accompanied 
by their 
women 
tolks; 
fat, swaddled, wearing collar 
box hats of velvet decorated 
with 
pearls. 


The fair grounds is a mud flat lying 
'OU the Volga from Nljnl Novgorod 
There are rows upon rows 
^ 
cheap brick sheds, one story high, 
yellow ochred, with a pavement of 
The roadway, once cobbled, is 
mass of disgusting mire. Peasant 
•ter». In 
charge 
of 
inconsequent 
ims hauling miscellaneous merchan- 
lise, yell and bawl. 
A jolting drosky 
attempting to dash by spdashes the 
tniform of a Russian officer with filth 
ind as the Russian language is well 
itored with expletives there is violent 
^rilfig» 
Ruslan soidiers. unwashed 


Mid in unkempt dothlnt, trud^ »«1- 
lenly in the gutter, carrying big Icmxm 
of black bread-under their oxters. 


A 
cadaverous, long haired, 
black 
gowned priest goes hurrying by. 
Old 
women cross themselves and 
young 
men spit on the ground. 
A bunca of 
porcine Chinese In blue Jackets and 
wlin swinging pigtails come over the 
bridge from Chinatown, where all the 
buildings have eaves that leer, and on 
the doors are painted rampant dragons 
of fearful design, intended to frighten 
away thieves—which tliey probably do. 
Tinkle, tinkle and an awkward heave 
and bump electric tramcar comes sizz- 
ling along. 


Some Moslems are facing the. east, 
fancjing 
they 
look 
toward 
Mecca, 
which they do not, and are performing 
their devotions in the street 
Moscow 
merchants are In an adpolning cafe, 
and a gramophone blares "I wouldn't 
leave my little wooden hut for you." 


There Is the constant click of the 
abacus—beads on wires, on which we 
learned to count as children, and with- 
out w^hlch the Ruslsan, inheriting its 
use 
from 
Tartar 
ancestors, 
cannot 
reckon how many two and three total. 
A playbill on the side of a rickety 
kiosk 
announces 
a 
performance—In 
Russian, of course—of "The Geisha.*' 
Nowhere have I seen such a jostling 
of East and West. 


One likes to think Nljnl Novgorod 
fair is Oriental. 
It Is customary to 
associate the Orient with the dazzling. 
But there is nothing dazzl/lng about 
the fair. 
The Eastern (piractlce Is fal- 
lowed of having all the shops selling 
particular wares In one district. 
I 
looked for old sliver and found cart- 
loads of crude Austrian 
electroplate. 
I sought antique rugs and got a head- 
ache looking at the vile, highly colored 
and grotesquely patterned mats manu- 
factured in German Poland. 
The only 
embroider'ies were Imitation 
rubbish 
from Switzerland. 
In a dirty cafe I 
did come across some melancholy Per- 
sians who liad turquoise 
and 
opal 
stones to sell, and we spent a rainy 
afternoon in haggling. 


Yet there is a fascination In the mul- 
titude of articles. 
At times cfne can 
imagine that all the manufactures of 
shoddy 
articles 
have dumped 
their 
things on Volga-side. 
Try to picture 
a third of a mile of tombstones for 
sale—though, Hibernian like, most of 
the stones are of wood. 
Here the 
merchant from the far interior may 
acquire a really 
striking monument 
'which will make him the envy of his 
neighbors who have never been to the 
facr. 
A whole street Is devoted to 
the sale of Ikons, pictures of salnta 
set out in Byzantine style in 
flaming 
gilt, and to be found in every Russian 
house in the right hand corner at tht 
upper end of the room. 


There are streets sacred to the sal» 
of Russaln boots—there must be mil- 
lions of them. 
Battalions of sacks 
laden with raisins block one thorough- 
fare; another road is a maze of bales 
of wool. 
A row of shops is given up 
to the sale of umbrellas, and there 1» 
merriment 
watching 
the 
astonished 
countenance of a simple peasant wo- 
man having an umbrella opened In her 
face for the first time. 
Miles upon 
miles of cotton goods are here, with 
no nonsensical half shades about them 
but strong and unmistakable reds and 
greens and blues and yellows. 
Half 
a street is given up to cheap German 
toys. 


In the centre of the fair Is a large 
red brick arcade with shops selling 
the usual tinsel and exipenslve things, 
with the usual band playing in the 
afternoon, and the usual row of wooden 
faced individuals sitting on benches 
and stlldly enjoying the music. There 
is the usual pestering by importunate 
dealers. 
And there are literally bil- 
lions of postcards. 


Last evening at sundown I climbed 
the hill of the quaint walled fortress 
which guards Nljni Novgorod. 
The 
falling sun was burnishing the doomes 
of innumerable churches, a hundred 
sweet toned bells, beaten with wooden 
hammers, made the evening melodious. 
There was the heavy tramp of full 
kitted Russian soldiers mounting the 
hill to the fortress; there was the dis- 
tant babel of a city doing business at 
the top of its voice; down below on 
the Volga was the scurrying of tug- 
boats hauling mammoth cattle boats 
and snakelike rafts Into piaoe, and 
the constant shrill warning hoots of 
the sirens; 
away eastward, Siberia- 
ward, stretched a flat and unbroken 
land to the very horizon, with a low- 
ering purple sky deadening to black.

Mending Day In Labrador, 


The following morning Duncan an- 
nounced that It would be necessary 
for him to mend his sealskin boots 
before beginning the day's work. 
He 
had pretty nearly worn them out on 
the 
sharp- rocks 
on 
the 
portages. 
The rest of us were well provided 
with oil-tanned moccasins (sometimes 
called larigans or shoe-packs), which 
experience has taught me are the best 
footwear for a 
journey 
like 
ours. 
Pete's khaki trousers were badly torn 
the day before by brush and 
were 
pretty ragged, and he wished time to 
mend them, so I gave the men a little 
while in which to make necessary re- 
pairs before breaking camp, 
Richard» 
and Easton wore Mackinaw trousers. 
This cloth had not withstood the hard 
usage of Labrador travel a week, and 
both men, when they had a 
spare 
hour, occupied it in sewing on can- 
vas patches, until now there was al- 
most as much canvas patch as Mack- 
inaw cloth in these garments. 
Rich- 
ards, however, carried an extra pair 
of moleskin trousers, and I wore mole- 
skin. 
This latter material is the best 
obtainable, so far as my experience 
goes, for rough traveling in the brush, 
and my trousers stood the trip with 
but one small patch pntil winter came.

the Qemt are Supposed to Exist, 
Reports of diamond discoveries and 
the formation ot companies to exploit 
various fields where these gems are 
supposed to exist continue to appear 
with usual regularity, and they now 
seem to increase In direct ratio to the 
strength of the diamond market as the 
price of diamonds continues Its up- 
ward climb. 
Of the supposed diamond 
fields, the two which have been re- 
ceiving the greatest attention at the 
present time are those located In Ken- 
tucky, which 
were mentioned 
some 
time a^o, and a new field In the vicin- 
ity of Plum City, Wis. In neither have 
diamonds of any size whatsoever been 
discovered by the men backing the 
projects, though It Is true that some 
diamonds, suppose to be of glarrial 
origin, were found In Wisconsin before 
any thought of developing the fields 
were entertained. 
In both instances 
the hope held out to the exi>octant 
buyer of stock lies not In what has 
ben found, but what may be found by 
reason of the fact that true blue clay, 
or klmberllte, exists throughout the 
area being worked, and experts seem 
to absolutely base their hope on the 
general proposition that wliere there 
is kimberliite there will probably be 
diamonds. 


It is possible that these experts may 
not take into consideration the fact 
that, even though diamonds may exist 
in the general vicinity of their fields, 
it might take a decade or even a cen- 
tury of painstaking search before the 
actual mines are located. Da\id Drain- 
er, the South African geologist, who 
discovered the new Premier mines in 
the Transvaal, and who Is said to have 
pronounced both the blue clay of Ken- 
tucky and Wisconsin fields to be true 
klmberllte, said on his visit to this 
country a year ago that the chances 
of discovering diamonds, even when 
they are known to exist within a terri- 
tory, is always remote, and called at- 
tention to the fact that though dia- 
monds were fcwnd in the Transvaal 
almost simultaneously with the dis- 
covery of the gems in Cape Colony, it 
was not until twenty-nine years later 
—iln 1896—that the first diamond mine 
was discovered in the former couuti*y 
and this despite the fact that thou- 
sands of men 'amlliar with the con- 
ditions 
surrounding 
diamond 
mines 
were exploring 
the ccaintry at 
all 
times. 
In fact, Mr. I>ra(picr said that 
although the same rock had come in 
tlie way of many geologists and dia- 
mond experts it was not until after 
he had identified the specimen submit- 
ted to him from the iSchuller farm that 
the Transvaal 
was located. 
Then, 
within a year, four other mines were 
found in the same district. 
It Is when 
we consider how few experts we have 
In this country capable otf locating a 
diamonod mine that we realize how 
remote Is the possibility of the dis- 
covery of a gem field here. 


There is another factor in the ques- 
tion of the discovery of diamond mines 
that does not seem to have occurred 
to many writers who are exploitng 
the supposed diamond fields, vis., that 
even though a diamond mine may be 
d/lBcovered there Is always a possibility 
that it will not pay to work it. 
The 
truth of this is attested by the fact 
that though there are a thousand or 
more diamond mines In South Africa 
at the present day. those which are 
more than paying expenses 
number 
but a handful. 
There is good reason 
to fear^ therefore, that the customer or 
dealer who counts on any 
decrease 
In the price of diamonds in the future 
as resulting from 
the discovery of 
lasting disappointment. 
While such 
a discovery is within the lines of pos- 
sibility, it in hardly In the realm of 
probability, and even if made would 
stand little 
chance 
of 
having 
any 
particular effect upon the market price 
of the queen of gems.—Jewelers' Cir- 
cular Weekly. 


Dying American Foretts. 


The National 
Hardwood 
Lumber 
Association, recently 
In 
session 
In 
Memphis, Tenn., accepted 
the 
com- 
mittee report that, from the best esti- 
mates possible to be had, "there now 
stood In the United States approxi- 
mately 1,475,000,000,000 feet of lum- 
ber, but that 45,000,000,000 feet were 
being cut every year." 


At this rate our forests would last 
nearly thirty-three eyars, at 
which 
time the production of commercial lum- 
ber must cease altogether. 


But there are several other contin- 
gencies which must be considered In 
such calculations. 
The annual 
fires 
in forests destroy an Incredible quan- 
tity of standing timber. Including all 
the younger 
growths 
which 
have 
started and the seed as well and seed 
trees from which future forests must 
be produced. 


Including the consumption of wood 
for pulp and paper, lumber cut for ex- 
port and for domestic use, telegraph 
poles, cross ties« piling and fuel, of 
which much is still used in many lo- 
cations, the timber used In 
mining 
operations and that destroyed by for- 
est fires, there are seventy-five billion 
feet of timber consumed each year, 
with an Increased quantity yearly. 
It 
Is evident, therefore, that we have 
not enough tim'ber standing to contin- 
ue commercially for more than twenty 
years in all the Untted States, includ-

One Source of Income For Clever Stu- 
dents Cut Ofk by New Conditions. 
Private tutoring no longer yields 
the rich harvest of former times to 
clever students 
In 
the universities 
and colleges of this town. The palmy 
days of the business vanished tensor 
fifteen 
years ago, when a 
student 
working 
his 
way 
through 
college 
could still earn from 11000 to 52500 
a 'year, and when some men earned 
nearly twice the latter sum. 


Even then, however, the business 
was 
not 
such 
a 
science 
as 
the 
'Widow" makes of it at Harvard. You 
may learn almost anything ot 
the 
Widow that Is taught In the univer- 
sity, and there are 
undergraduates 
who fervently believe that ho (for 
the Widow is not a woman) 
knows 
more of most subjects than the real 
professors. 


The Widow's neatly 
typewritten 
lecture notes, 
the 
Widow's careful 
summaries of the matter assigned for 
collateral 
reading, 
are 
regularly 
served out day after day to those stu- 
dents who can afford to pay 
the 
Widow's prices. 
It costs a good deal 
more to get the Widow's lecture notes 
and other aids to scholarship than 
the fees of the university. 


Columbia and the University of the 
City of New York have no Widow. 
There are hard working students who 
still tutor undergraduates for pay, 
and there are reasons when such stu- 
dents neglect their own work In or- 
der that they may put In twelve or 
fifteen 
hours a day with the 
lads 
whom they are tutoring, but a good 
many things have combined to spoil 
the market In New York. 


The preparatory 
schools, if 
they 
are not doing their work better than 
they did It twenty years ago, are at 
least directing It more strictly to the 
end in view, that of putting youths 
into college. 
Conditions are fewer 
than they used to be. and electlves 
give a student a chance to discover 
soft things In the way of studies. 


Even the summer tutoring of lads 
who have failed In the June entrance 
examinations Is not the 
profitable 
business it once was. 
There was a 
time not so long ago when 
husky 
young football players from the pre- 
paratory schools gave up two-thirds 
of their summer holidays to studying 
against the autumn entrance exami- 
nations, and anxious friends of col- 
lege athletics urged them on to their 
distasteful 
tasks. 
Parents 
gladly 
paid from $3 to ?5 an hour to the 
men who thus carried dull or idle 
boys through their vacation studies. 


Tutoring is not specially frowned 
upon at the universities and colleges 
of this city. 
Some of the professors 
themselves earned almost as much as 
tutors in their college days as they 
now earn as heads of departments, 
and then the business does not as- 
sume its worst form here. 


In those universities where tutor- 
ing has been brought to such perfec- 
tion t h i t the Idle undergraduate with 
money to spend can be reasonably 
sure of passing 
his 
examinations 
without attending lectures regularly 
or reading the books assigned pro- 
fessors 
flunk 
the fellows who 
are 
known to be regular customers of the 
tutoring mills. 
A lecturer at 
one 
university, not in New York, con- 
fessed that when he examined 
the 
typewritten notes of one of hia own 
lectures furnished to a student by a 
tutoring mill he found them fuller 
than the notes that he was himself 
using, for the tutor had put in side 
remarks and illustrations that 
did 
not appear in the lecturer's notes.— 
New York Sun.

THE WORLD’S GREATEST 
MARKET. 


'N IJN I NOVGOROD RUSSiA FAIR IN 


ITS OLD GLORY. 


• Remarkable Gathering of Mussulmans 


of Russian Empire—Shrewdness of 
the Tartars—How Scalcs Are Made 
*—Fair 
Grounds 
In 
s 
Mud 
Flat 
Along the Volga—Picturesque Dress 
of Attendants. 


During the last two and a half years 
neither the German comercial travel­ 
ler nor his wares have had much 
-«chance to get along the Siberian rail­ 
road. 
Now that the twin line of 
.«teel, running for six thousand miles 
from Moscow to Valdivostok, is free 
jProm the conveyance o( troops, the 
• Siberian towns, which have been starv­ 
ing for goods, are demanding large 
• supplies and speedy deliveries. 
In the 
disturbed condition of the country, 
liowever, German firms have shown 
no eagerness to risk the lives of their 
travellers in a region where the value 
"Of life is decreasingly regarded, nor 
?to forward goods for which thero is 
-a very problematic prospect of pay­ 
ment. 
Accordingly,Maliomet has had 
to come to the mountain., and this 
• season writes Poster Fraser in the 
Landan Standard, Nijni Novgorod is 
basking in its old glory. 


The fair has provided opportunity 
'for a remarkable gathering—a con­ 
gress representing twenty million Mus- 
isulmans in the Russian Empire—Mos­ 
lems from south Russia, men who have 
taken to the garb and customs of the 
West, and who, with their hair cropped 
a la Française and imperials, dark 
• gray lounge jackets and patent leather 
boots, might easily be mistaken for 
Parisians; Moslems from Mongolia and 
Bokhara, men slim and sallow and 
sedate, with shaven heads and henna 
dyed beards; men in long flowing and 
-embroidered sheepskin coats, boots of 
red and turbans of green, who, for 
“Sitting, find the floor more comfortable 
than chairs. 


The Tartars are the cleverest mer- 
-chants who come to Nijni Novgorod. 
W hether it be in the selling of “over­ 
land” tea—believed by the Muscovite 
to have been brought by caravan from 
»China, but which has been sent around 
by ship to Odessa and trained to Ni­ 
j n i —or in making a fuss with precious 
stones which he hints have been stolen 
from the mines, and therefore are to 
be obtained as a bargain, but which 
.are Imitation, made in a Parisian fac­ 
tory, the Tartar scores. 


He stands by his shed or stall, look­ 
ing cold and grimy, his fur cap down 
«over his ears and his hands hid in the 
sleeves of his skin coat, which is badly 
tanned and most unappetizing in odor. 
He has wondrous stacks of skins, from 
vaUver fox down to rat. 
You can walk* 
the better part of a mile past shops 
•crowded with skins, most requiring to 
be cured. 
For a year Siberia is hunt- 
■ed for skins to supply the Nijni Nov­ 
gorod mart. 
The tribes of the north 
stalk in the winter; colonies of polit­ 
ical exiles have somatlmes little other 
means of winning a livelihood than by 
getting skins. 


Over hundreds of miles of trackless 
«now’ the skins are hauled till a river 
is reached. 
Then by boat they are 
brought to some place where the Si­ 
berian railway can be touched or are 
taken to some affluent of the Volga. 
The Tartar merchant has his buyers 
everywhere. 
In his slothful but still 
methodical way he meets the skins at 
certain points and arrives at Nijni 
Novgorod with perhaps a couple of 
thousand pounds worth of goods. 


The market is conducted on strictly 
Eastern principles. 
There is no fixed 
price. 
Everything is worth what it 
will fetch. 
The Tartar asks twice 
es much as a thing is worth, aware all 
the time that you know he is asking 
double what he will accept 
You 
offer half what the thing is worth, 
aware that he knows that you intend 
to increase the offer. 
So, much time 
Is wasted by him regretfully lowering 
his price and you grudgingly raising 
your offer, until at the end you come 
very near if not actually to the price 
you both know to be about right. 


There are splashes of tne pictur­ 
esque about the people who attend ths 
fair. 
They have come *rom all points 
of the compass, by the slow and dirty 
Russian trains, by the huge, commodi­ 
ous, shallow draughted, naptha driven 
Volga boats—quite as big as the notor­ 
ious 
floating 
towns 
on 
American 
streams*—and by caravan. 
Russians 
from the towns are dressed in the 
European style, on the German model; 
Russians from the country are in wide 
trousers and top boots, flapping red 
shirts and thick belts; they are bearded 
while the hair is cropped short and the 
back of the neck shaved; their women 
ore plain, stout, figurless, and have 
shawls tied about their heads. 


There are the brown cloaked, sheep­ 
skin hatted Persians from below the 
Caucasus mountains; 
there are al­ 
mond eyed Mongols, shrivel faced and 
wisp whiskered; there are tawny Bu­ 
riats and gay robed men from Bok­ 
hara; there are innumerable Tartars, 
some accompanied by their women 
folks; fat, swaddled, wearing collar 
box hats of velvet decorated with 
pearls. 


The fair grounds is a mud flat lying 
oss the Volga from Nijni Novgorod 
There are rows upon rows 
Pt cheap brick sheds, one story high, 
yellow ochred, with a pavement of 
The roadway, once cobbled, is 
mass of disgusting mire. Peasant 
ter», in charge of inconsequent 
ms hauling miscellaneous merchan- 
tise, yell and bawl. 
A jolting drosky 
attempting to dash by spjashes the 
tniform of a Russian officer with filth 
ind as the Russian language is well 
stored with expletives there is violent 
Birring, 
Ruslan saddlers, unwashed 


Mid til unkempt clothing, trudff* w l- 
lenly in the gutter, carrying big loav«s 
of black bread «under their oxters. 


A cadaverous, long haired, black 
gowned priest goes hurrying by. 
Old 
women cross themselves and young 
men spit on the ground. 
A bunch of 
porcine Chinese In blue jackets and 
wim swinging pigtails come over the 
bridge from Chinatown, where all the 
buildings have eaves that leer, and on 
the doors are painted rampant dragons 
of fearful design, intended to frighten 
away thieves—which they probably do. 
Tinkle, tinkle and an awkward heave 
and bump electric tramcar comes sizz­ 
ling along. 


Some Moslems are facing the* east, 
fancying they 
look toward 
Mecca, 
which they do not, and are performing 
their devotions in the street. 
Moscow 
merchants are in an adpoining cafe, 
and a gramophone blares **I wouldn’t 
leave my little wooden hut for you." 


There is the constant click of the 
abacus—beads on wires, on which we 
learned to count as children, and with­ 
out which the Rusisan, inheriting its 
use from Tartar ancestors, cannot 
reckon how many two and three total. 
A playbill on the side ctf a rickety 
kiosk announces a performance—in 
Russian, of course—of “The Geisha.” 
Nowhere have I seen such a jostling 
of East and West. 


One likes to think Nijni Novgorod 
fair is Oriental. 
It is customary to 
associate the Orient with the dazzling. 
But there is nothing dazzl/lng about 
the fair. 
The Eastern (practice is fal­ 
lowed of having all the shops selling 
particular wares in one district. 
I 
looked for old silver and found cart­ 
loads of crude Austrian electroplate. 
I sought antique rugs and got a head­ 
ache looking at the vile, highly colored 
and grotesquely patterned mats manu­ 
factured in German Poland, 
The only 
embroideries were imitation rubbish 
from Switzerland. 
In a dirty cafe I 
did come across some melancholy Per­ 
sians who had turquoise and opal 
stones to sell, and we spent a rainy 
afternoon in haggling. 


Yet there is a fascination in the mul­ 
titude of articles. 
At times one can 
imagine that all the manufactures of 
shoddy articles have dumped their 
things on Volga-side. 
Try to picture 
a third of a mile of tombstones for 
sale—though, Hibernian like, most of 
the stones are of wood. 
Here the 
merchant from the far interior may 
acquire a rea lly striking monument 
'which will make him the envy of his 
neighbors who have never been to the 
facr. 
A whole street is devoted to 
the sale of ikons, pictures of saints 
set out in Byzantine style in flaming 
gilt, and to be found in every Russian 
house in the right hand corner at ths 
upper end of the room. 


There are streets sacred to the sals 
of Russain boots—there must be mil* 
lions of them. 
Battalions of sacka 
laden with raisins block one thorough­ 
fare; another road is a maze of bales 
of wool. 
A row of shops is given up 
to the sale of umbrellas, and there in 
merriment watching the astonished 
countenance of a simple peasant wo­ 
man having an umbrella opened in her 
face for the first time. 
Miles upon 
miles of cotton goods are here, with 
no nonsensical half shades about them 
but strong and unmistakable reds and 
greens and blues and yellows. 
Half 
a street is given up to cheap German 
toys. 


In the centre of the fair is a large 
red brick arcade with shops selling 
the usual tinsel and expensive things, 
with the usual band playing in the 
afternoon, and the usual row of wooden 
faced individuals sitting on benches 
and stlidly enjoying the music. There 
is the usual pestering by importunate 
dealers. 
And there are literally bil­ 
lions of postcards. 


L/ist evening at sundown I climbed 
the hill of the quaint walled fortress 
which guards Nijni Novgorod. 
The 
falling sun was burnishing the doomes 
of innumerable churches, a hundred 
sweet toned bells, beaten with wooden 
hammers, made the evening melodious. 
There was the heavy tramp of full 
kitted Russian soldiers mounting the 
hill to the fortress; there was the dis­ 
tant babel of a city doing business at 
the top of its voice; down below on 
the Volga was the scurrying of tug­ 
boats hauling mammoth cattle boats 
and snakelike rafts into p/aoe, and 
the constant shrill warning hoots of 
the sirens; away eastward, Siberia- 
ward, stretched a flat and unbroken 
land to the very horizon, with a low­ 
ering purple sky deadening to black. 
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Mending Day In Labrador. 


The following morning Duncan an­ 
nounced that it would be necessary 
for him to mend his sealskin boots 
before beginning the day's work. 
He 
had pretty nearly worn them out on 
the sharp- rocks on the portages. 
The rest of us were well provided 
with oil-tanned moccasins (sometimes 
called larigans or shoe-packs), which 
experience has taught me are the best 
footwear for a 
Journey 
like 
ours. 
Pete's khaki trousers were badly torn 
the day before by brush and were 
pretty ragged, and he wished time to 
mend them, so I gave the men a little 
while in which to make necessary re­ 
pairs before breaking camp. Richards 
and Easton wore Mackinaw trousers.

AMERICAN DIAMOND FIELD«. 


Place« In tht United States When» 


the Gems are Supposed to Exist, 
Reports of diamond discoveries and 
the formation of companies to exploit 
various fields where these gems are 
supposed to exist continue to appear 
with usual regularity, and they now 
seem to increase in direct ratio to the 
strength of the diamond market as the 
price of diamonds continues its up­ 
ward climb. 
Of the supposed diamond 
fields, the two which have been re­ 
ceiving the greatest attention at the 
present time are those located in Ken­ 
tucky, which 
were mentioned 
some 
time ago, and a new field in the vicin­ 
ity of Plum City, Wis. In neither have 
diamonds of any size whatsoever been 
discovered by the men backing the 
projects, though it is true that some 
diamonds, suppose to be of glacial 
origin, were found in Wisconsin before 
any thought of developing the fields 
were entertained. 
In both instances 
the hope held out to the expectant 
buyer of stock lies not in what has 
ben found, but what may be found by 
reason of the fact that true blue clay, 
or kimberlite, exists throughout the 
area being worked, and experts seem 
to absolutely base their hope on the 
general proposition that where there 
is kimberliite there will probably be 
diamonds. 


It is possible that these experts may 
not take into consideration the fact 
that, even though diamonds may exist 
in the general vicinity of their fields, 
it might take a decade or even a cen­ 
tury of painstaking search before the 
actual mines are located. David Drap­ 
er, the South African geologist, who 
discovered the new Premier mines in 
the Transvaal, and who is said to have 
pronounced both the blue clay of Ken­ 
tucky and Wisconsin fields to be true 
kimberlite, said on his visit to this 
country a year ago that the chances 
of discovering diamonds, even when 
they are known to exist within a terri­ 
tory, is always remote, and called at­ 
tention to the fact that though dia­ 
monds were femnd in the Transvaal 
almost simultaneously with the dis­ 
covery of the gems in Cape Colony, it 
was not until 'twenty-nine years later 
—toi 1896—that the first diamond mine 
was discovered in the former country 
and this despite the fact that thou­ 
sands of men *amiliar with the con­ 
ditions surrounding diamond mines 
were exploring 
the country at 
all 
times. 
In fact, Mr. Draper said that 
although the same rock had come in 
the way of many geologists and dia­ 
mond experts it was not until after 
he had identified the specimen submit­ 
ted to him from the Schuller farm that 
the Transvaal was located. 
Then, 
within a year, four other mines were 
found in the same district. 
It is when 
we consider how few experts we have 
In this country capable of locating a 
diamonod mine that we realize how 
remote is the possibility of the dis­ 
covery of a gem field here. 


There is another factor in the ques­ 
tion of the discovery of diamond mines 
that does not seem to have occurred 
to many writers who are exploitng 
the supposed diamond fields, vis., that 
even though a diamond mine may be 
dtecovered there is always a possibility 
that it will not pay to work it. 
The 
truth of this is attested by the fact 
that though there are a thousand or 
more diamond mines in South Africa 
at the present day. those which are 
more than paying expenses number 
but a handful. 
There Is good reason 
to fear* therefore, that the customer or 
dealer who counts on any decrease 
In the price of diamonds in the future 
as resulting from the discovery of 
lasting disappointment. 
While such 
a discovery is within the lines of pos­ 
sibility, it is hardly in the realm of 
probability, and even if made would 
stand little 
chance 
of having 
any 
particular effect upon the market price 
of the queen of gems,—Jewelers' Cir­ 
cular Weekly. 


L E M COLLEGE TUTORING. 
T H E 1ÎÀLLS O F COXGBESS. 


One Source of Income For Clever St*« 


dents Cut Of* by New Condition*. 
Private tutoring no longer yields 
the rich harvest of former times to 
clever students 
in 
the universities 
and colleges of this town, Tho palmy 
days of the business vanished ten*or 
fifteen years ago, when a student 
working his way through college 
could still earn from $1000 to $2500 
a 'year, and when some men earned 
n e a r ly twice the latter sum. 


Even then, however, tho business 
was 
not 
such a 
science 
as 
the 
'Widow** makes of it at Harvard. You 
may learn almost anything of tho 
Widow that is taught in the univer­ 
sity, and there are undergraduates 
who fervently believe that he (for 
the Widow is not a woman) knows 
more of most subjects than the real 
professors. 


Tho Widow’s neatly typewritten 
lecture notes, the Widow’s careful 
summaries of the matter assigned for 
collateral 
reading, 
are 
regularly 
served out day after day to those stu­ 
dents who can afford to pay the 
Widow’s prices. 
It costs a good deal 
more to get the Widow’s lecturo notes 
and other aids to scholarship than 
the fees of the university. 


Columbia and the University of the 
City of New York have no Widow. 
There are hard working students who 
still tutor undergraduates for pay, 
and thero are reasons when such stu­ 
dents neglect their own work in or­ 
der that they may put in twelve or 
fifteen hours a day with the lads 
whom they are tutoring, but a good 
many things have combined to spoil 
the market in New York. 


The preparatory schools, if they 
are not doing their work better than 
they did it twenty years ago, are at 
least directing it more strictly to the 
end in view, that of putting youths 
into college. 
Conditions are fewer 
than they used to be, and electives 
give a student a chance to discover 
soft things in the way of studies. 


Even the summer tutoring of lads 
who have failed in the June entrance 
examinations is not the profitable 
business it once was. 
There was a 
time not so long ago when husky 
young football players from the pre­ 
paratory schools gave up two-thirds 
of their summer holidays to studying 
against the autumn entrance exami­ 
nations, and anxious friends of col­ 
lege athletics urged them on to their 
distasteful 
tasks. 
Parents gladly 
paid from $3 to $5 an hour to the 
men who thus carried dull or Idle 
boys through their vacation studies. 


Tutoring is not specially frowned 
upon at the universities and colleges 
of this city. 
Some of the professors 
themselves earned almost as much as 
tutors in their college days as they 
now earn as heads of departments, 
and then the business does not as­ 
sume its worst form here. 


In those universities where tutor­ 
ing has been brought to such perfec­ 
tion th at the Idle undergraduate with 
money to spend can be reasonably 
sure of passing 
his 
examinations 
without attending lectures regularly 
or reading the books assigned pro­ 
fessors flunk the fellows who are 
known to be regular customers of the 
tutoring mills. 
A lecturer at one 
university, not in New York, con­ 
fessed that when he examined the 
typewritten notes of one of his own 
lectures furnished to a student by a 
tutoring mill he found them fuller 
than the notes that he was himself 
using, for the tutor had put in side 
remarks and illustrations that did 
not appear in the lecturer’s notes.— 
New York Sun.

Dying American Forests. 


The National 
Hardwood 
Lumber 
Association, recently 
In 
session 
in 
Memphis, Tenn., accepted the com­ 
mittee report that, from the best esti­ 
mates possible to be had, “there now 
stood in the United States approxi­ 
mately 1,475,000,000,000 feet of lum­ 
ber, but that 45,000,000,000 feet were 
being cut every year." 


At this rate our forests would last 
nearly thirty-three eyars, at 
which 
time the production of commercial lum­ 
ber must cease altogether. 


But there are several other contin­ 
gencies which must be considered in 
such calculations. 
The annual fires 
in forests destroy an Incredible quan­ 
tity of standing timber, including all 
the younger 
growths 
which 
have 
started and the seed as well and seed 
trees from which future forests must 
bo produced. 


Including the consumption of wood 
for pulp and paper, lumber cut for ex­ 
port and for domestic use, telegraph 
poles, cross ties, piling and fuel, of 
which much Is still used in many lo­ 
cations, the timber used In mining 
operations and that destroyed by for­ 
est fires, there are seventy-flve billion 
feet of timber consumed each year, 
with an increased quantity yearly. 
It 
is evident, therefore, that we have 
not enough timber standing to contin­ 
ue commercially for more than twenty 
years In all the United States, includ­ 
ing the Pacific Coast forests—Arbori­ 
culture,

PENSIONS FOR TEACHERS. 


A bill providing for the pensioning of 
teachers and ofilcersof the public schools 
of the State was introduced in the House 
Tuesday by Representative Moore, of 
Allegheny county. 
Tbo bill provides 
annuities for tcachers, principals, super- 
visors and superintendents who shall 
have served for thirty years, twenty of 
tho years in Pennsylvania. 
No annuity 
is to amount to more than $600 nor less 
than $¿00. 


Another pondion bill was introduced 
by Mr. Cochran, of Lycoming, and aims 
to benefit the Pennsylvanians who serv 
ed as soldiers or sailors in the Civil War. 
The rate of pension is fixed at $5 per 
month to those who servo for one year 
or less; $7.50 to those who served more 
than one year and less than two years, 
and $10 to those who served over two 
years. 
An appropriation of $1.000.000 
is provided for to carry out the act for 
the first two fiscal years.

PENSIONS FOR TEACHERS. 


A bill providing for the pensioning of 
teachers and officersof the public schools 
of the State was introduced in the House 
Tuesday by Representative Moore, of 
Allegheny county. The bill provides 
annuities for teachers, principals, super­ 
visors and superintendents who shall 
have served for thirty years, twenty of 
the years in Pennsylvania. No annuity 
is to amount to more than $600 nor less 
than $200. 


Another pension bill was introduced 


by Mr. Cochran, of Lycoming, and aims 
to benefit the Pennsylvanians who scrv 
ed as soldiers or sailors in the Civil War. 
The rate of pension is fixed at $5 per 
month to those who serve for one year 
or less; $7.50 to those who served more 
thau one year and less than two years, 
and $10 to those who served over two 
years. An appropriation of $1,000,000 
is provided for to carry out tho act for 
the first two fiscal years.

Reinforced concrete piles have al- 


ways been constructed by depositing 
concrete around reinforcteg bars or 
frames in wooden molds. In Europe 
the moldt are commonly set on end, 
but this practice is not universal; 
in America the most common prac- 
tice is to lay the mold horizontally 
on the ground. 
Indeed, we recall 


but one instance—the molding of 
twelve inch piles on end for the pier 
construction at Atlantic City, N. J. 
—in American work of piles molded 
endwise. 


It is estimated that at least 2,000,- 


000 bales of cotton are lost through- 
out the South every year because of 
frost and scattered cotton left In the 
field by the pickers. A machine has 
been invented called the cotton sepa- 
rator, which will save nearly all this 
loss. It remains to be tested, how- 
ever. It is claimed for it that the 
cotton boll can be saved by this ma- 
chine for grinding and feeding to 
cattle, which will be of great value 
to tbe cotton growers. The separa- 
tor uses a series of saws operated 
by a pneumatic system.

hides, and thousands of the hides are 
received here 
every season 
and 


shipped 
to 
Boston to be tanned, 


writes the Bangor (Me.) correspond- 
ent of the New York Sun. 


It Is only within the last year or 


two that the traffic in deer hides has 
reached large proportions. 
A lew 


years ago a deer hide of the best 
quality could be bought for half a 
dollar, and the hides were thought 
of so little account that unless the 
man who killed the deer had some 
use for the skin he threw It away. 


The deer hides are now used by 


the manufacturers of 
gloves 
and 


other articles, and there Is a steady 
demand for them. 
The demand is 


shown by the fact that the hides have 
increased almost threefold in value 
during the last two years.

Cities from Which the Great Volume 


of Printed Matter Is Sent Out. 
A striking example of the great 


volume of printed matter which the 
Postoffice Department is called upon 
to handle from month to month is 
found In a report recently issued by_ 
the department. 


Of printed matter, designed for 


general 
distribution, 
28,000,000 


pounds were shipped in one month 
last year by publishers at the rate of 
a cent a pound at the 100 largest 
postoffices In the United States, the 
total amount of such shipments hav- 
ing increased 
from 
296,000,000 


pounds in 1S96 to 450,000,000 In 
1900. 


These shipments of printed mat* 


ter, collected and transmitted by the 
Postofficd Department, constitute a 
rery fair guage of the distributing 
points of news and literature in the 
United States, and the relation which 
they bear to each other is peculiar 
and has little reference to popula- 
tion. 


New York stands at the head with, 


more than twenty-five per cent, of 
the whole shipments of the country. 
Chicago follows with about two-thirds 
of the shipments of New York. Then 
follow St. Louis, Philadelphia and 
Boston, In the order named, Boston's 
shipments seeming unduly low, and 
then Kansas City, Cincinnati and 
Augusta, Me., the shipments of Au- 
gusta seeming unduly high. 


Minneapolis, San Francisco, Pitts* 


burg, Detroit, St. Paul, Cleveland 
and Milwaukee follow—all of .them 
minor but populous cities—and then 
come Springfield, Ohio, and Elgin, 


L, two small places, Springfield be- 


ing notable on account of its output 
of agricultural machinery, and Elgin 
en account of its manufacture of 
watches and its shipments of con- 
densed milk. 


Baltimore comes next, then Den* 


ver, Omaha, Des Molnes, Atlanta, 
Lincoln, Nashville, Louisville, In- 
dianapolis and Washington. Bangor, 
Me., exceeds Buffalo; Dallas, Tex., 
exceeds New Orleans. Brooklyn has 
shipments little larger than those of 
Waterville, Me., and Rochester, X. 
Y.; Williamsport, Tex., and Mem- 
phis, Tenn., have about the same 
shipments. 


Albany, N. Y., and Providence, R. 


L, are far down on the list. Newark. 
J., is still further down, and 


Charleston, S. C., ranks below Ra- 
cine. WIs. It is estimated that It 
wonld take 25,000 postal cars to car*

construction at Atlantic City, N. J .

It is estimated that at least 2,000,- 
000 bales of cotton are lost through- 
out the South every year because of 
frost and scattered cotton left in the 
field by the pickers. 
A machine has 
been invented called the cotton sepa- 
rator, which will save nearly all this 
loss. 
It remains to be tested, how- 
ever. 
It Is claimed for It that the 
cotton boll can be saved by this ma- 
chine for grinding and feeding to 
cattle, which will be of great value 
to the cotton growers.

MORE USES FOR 
DEERSKINS. 


Prices Therefore Going Up In the 
' Maine Woods the Last Year or So- 


One firm in Bangor,Me., has agents 
all over Northern Maine buying deer 
hides, and thousands of the hides are 
received 
here 
every 
season 
and 
shipped 
to 
Boston to be tanned, 
writes the Bangor (Me.) correspond- 
ent of the New York Sun. 


It is only within the last year or 
two that the traffic in deer hides has 
reached large proportions. 
A few 
years ago a deer hide of the best 
quality could be bought for half a 
dollar, and the hides were thought 
of so little account that unless the 
man who killed the deer had some 
use for the skin he threw it away. 


The deer hides are now used by 
the manufacturers of 
gloves 
and 
other articles, and there Is a steady 
demand for them. 
The demand is 
shown by the fact that the hides have 
Increased almost threefold in value 
during the last two years. 


The hide of the Maine deer has 
been found to be excellent material 
for making gloves, pocketbooks, bind- 
ings and many small leather articles. 
There is a good profit In these arti- 
cles for the manufacturer because the 
deer hides can be bought cheaper 
than almost any other kind of leath- 
er that would answer the purpose. 


Those who are aware of the large 
traffic in deer hides in Maine fear It 
may mean another danger to the big 
game which roams the Maine woods. 
A dealer in hides must have a license, 
which costs ?5. 
Under the protection 
of this license the dealer can buy as 
many deer hides as he can get hold 
of. 
Therefore the question is asked 
whether 
with 
the dealers offering 
good prices for deer hides and hav- 
ing agents all over the hunting re- 
gions buying up the hides an incen- 
tive will be furnished to prompt men 
to hunt deer for the money there is 
ia them.

DISTRIBUTING CENTRES. 


Cities From Which the Great Volume 


of Printed Matter |s Sent Out. 


A striking example of the great 
TOlume of printed matter which the 
Postoffice Department is called upon 
to handle from month to month Is 
found in a report recently issued bf, 
the department. 


Of printed matter, designed for 
general 
distribution, 
28,000,000 
pounds were,shipped in one month 
last year by publishers at the rate ot 
a cent a pound at the 100 largest 
postofflces in the United States, the 
total amount of such shipments hav- 
ing 
increased 
from 
296,000,000 
pounds in 1896 to 450,000,000 
in 
1900. 


These shipments of printed mat* 
ter, collected and transmitted by the 
Postofflce Department, constitute 
a 
very fair guage of the distributing 
points of news and literature in the 
United States, and the relation which 
they bear to each other is peculiar 
and has little reference to popula- 
tion. 


New York stands at the head with 
more than twenty-five per cent, of 
the whole shipments of the country, 
Chicago follows with about two-thirds 
of the shipments of New York. 
Then 
follow St. Louis, Pfilladelphia and 
Boston, in the order named, Boston's 
shipments seeming unduly low, and 
then 
Kansas 
City, Cincinnati 
and 
Augusta, Me., the shipments of Au- 
gusta seeming unduly high. 


Minneapolis, San Francisco, Pitts- 
burg, Detroit, St. Paul, 
Cleveland 
and Milwaukee follow—all of them 
minor but populous cities—and then 
come Springfield, Ohio, .and Elgin, 
111., two small places, Springfield be- 
ing notable on account ot its output 
of agricultural machinery, and Elgin 
on 
account 
of its manufacture ot 
watches and Its shipments q£ con- 
densed milk. 


Baltimore comes next, then Den- 
ver, 
Omaha, 
Des Moines, Atlanta, 
Lincoln, 
Nashville, 
Louisville, 
In- 
dianapolis and Washington. 
Bangor, 
Me., exceeds Buffalo; Dallas, Tex., 
exceeds New Orleans, 
Brooklyn has 
shipments little larger than those of 
Waterville, Me., and Rochester, N, 
Y.; 
Williamsport, Tex., and Mem- 
phis, 
Tenn., 
have about the same 
shipments. 


Albany, N. Y,, and Providence, R . 
I., are far down on the list, 
Newark. 
N. 
J., 
is still further down, and 
Charleston, S. C., ranks below Ra- 
cine, Wis. 
It is estimated that It 
would take 25,000 postal cars to car* 
ry these second-class mail 
matter 
shipment«.

Reinforced concrete piles have al­ 
ways been constructed by depositing 
concrete around reinforcing bars or 
frames in wooden molds.

Prices Therefore Going Up in the 
Maine Woods the Last Year or So, 
One firm in Bangor,Me., has agents 
all over Northern Maine buying deer 
hides, and thousands of the hides are 
received 
here 
every 
season 
and 
shipped 
to 
Boston to be tanned, 
writes the Bangor (Me.) correspond­ 
ent of the New York Sun. 


It is only within the last year or 
two that the traffic in deer hides has 
reached large proportions. 
A few 
years ago a deer hide of the best 
quality could be bought for half a 
dollar, and the hides were thought 
of so little account that unless the 
man who killed the deer had some 
use for the skin he threw it away. 


The deer hides are now used by 
the manufacturers of 
gloves 
and 
other articles, and there is a steady 
demand for them. 
The demand is 
shown by the fact that the hides have 
increased almost threefold in value 
during the last two years. 


The hide of the Maine deer hat 
been found to be excellent material 
for making gloves, pocketbooks, bind­ 
ings and many small leather articles. 
There is a good profit In these arti­ 
cles for the manufacturer because the 
deer hides can be bought cheaper 
than almost any other kind of leath­ 
er that would answer the purpose. 


Those who are aware of the large 
traffic in deer hides in Maine fear it 
may mean another danger to the big 
game which roams the Maine woods. 
A dealer in hides must have a license, 
which costs $5. Under the protection

Aerial Flight is Assured-Its Vehicle an Aeroplane 


As Easily as the Sea is Navigated, Says Sir Hiram 
Maxim, Will the Air Be Used, in a Decade, For the 
Purposes of Trade and Travel*—:—:-—:—:—'•—•—• 


BALLOON „• FOR .• WAR, .• BUT.-NOT .• FOR / WORK 


Sir Hiram Maxim, la an interview 


in the New York Herald, says tliat 
•within ten years at the outside men 
will be navigating the air a* surely 
and safely as they do the land or the 
sea, and Professor Huntingdon also 
joins in Ms belief, both declaring that 
the aeroplane is the airship of the 
future. A Herald correspondent in- 
terviewed some of the leading au- 
thorities in England, and on all 
hands he was practically told: "If it 
be not now, it will come soon." 


Sir Hiraro Maxim said: . "We shall 


not hare any balloons in future; we 
shall hare flying machines. The fly- 
ing machine is heavier than air, just 
as the birds are. There are no bal- 
loons in nature." 
Continuing, the famous inventor 


said: "In his recent lecture Colonel 
Fullerton advised continuing experi- 
ments with balloons. I don't agree 
with him. As a matter of fact, it has 
only been on very rare occasions that 
the balloon has returned to its start- 
ing point, and these results have only 
been obtained in France. 


"Much experimenting has been 


done in England, but we have not at- 
tained such satisfactory results. At 
present several of the best engineers 
are engaged in studying aeronautics, 
and perhaps the whole science of 
aerial navigation may 'be solved any 
day. 


"These men are being assisted in 


their work by clever balloon makers, 
but, as I have already said, I think 
the balloon will soon be a thing of 
the past. 
So I always advise my 


friends to give their attention to the 
flying machine. 
"A few years ago the automobile 


was looked upon as a sort of mon- 
strosity; now it is practically a neces- 
sity, and I really think that in ten 
years, at the very outside, we will 
be navigating the air as easily and as 
surely as we are now navigating the 
sea and even roads. 


"For a balloon to lift it must have 


specific gravity less than air. 
To 


attain this It must be exceedingly 
fragile. 
Therefore it Is useless for 


all practical purposes. Again, it has 
to be of comparatively enormous di- 
mensions. 


"Thus, you see, in z balloon you 


have a combination of size and fragil- 
ity, which must tell against its use- 
fulness. But with the advent of the 
true flying machine these drawbacks 
will disappear. 
"So I have no hesitation whatever 


in saying that before many more 
years pass we shall do away complete- 
ly with the balloon. If we are ever 
to fly it must be with a machine 
heavier than air. 
Many men are 


busily engaged in trying to invent a 
machine which, like a bird, -will stay 
in the air as long as they wish and 
go wherever they desire to guide it. 


'Wright brothers are engaged In 


making these machines in America 
and M. Santos-Dumont has spent a 
large fortune and, I am pleased to 
say, has met with a certain amount 
of success in Ms experiments. The 
German Emperor, too, is taking the 
matter up, and he will have the lead- 
ing scientists in Germany at his dis- 
posal. Then Professor Langley and 
myself have both worked hard trying 
to solve the problem. 


"That solution is coming, whatever 


people may think, and I really believe 
myself that within a year from now 
there will be a great number of ma- 
chines in the air. This is certain to 
happen within two years at any rate. 


"We cannot get away fro,in the fact 


that the real flying machine has now 
made its appearance. M. Santos-Du- 
mont has_ proved this in his recent 
demonstrations, and these mark the 
beginning of a totally new epoch in 
the history of the world. There are 
sure to be some startling develop- 
ments within the next year. We are 
only on the threshold at present, and 
the Immediate future is full of possi- 
bilities. 
, 


"Personally, I think that the road 


to success lies in the development of 
powerful motors. This means care- 
ful and expensive experiments, yet I 
feel sure that success will soon be 
achieved. The flying machine will be 
a sporting affair in the beginning, 
just as the automobile was. 


"But in the same way it will be de- 


veloped so that It can be used for 
practically all commercial purposes. 
Some persons may declare this the 
dream of a visionary. It is no such 
thing.. Flying machines have come. 
They will be Improved, and at no 
very distant time, ten years at most, 
we shall be traveling from place to 
place in our flying machines just as 
at the present day we go by train or 
automobile." 


Professor 
A. K. Huntingtoa, of 


Kingts College, London, who was one 
of the two British competitors in the 
international balloon race which end- 
ed in England, also thinks that the 
immediate future holds great proba- 
bilities in the development of aerial 
navigation. He said: 


"The future is with aeroplanes. 


Personally I have not done much with 
them up to now, except having mod- 
els made. Probably what has retard- 
ed progress up to now is the expense 
attaching to the experiments. 


"The Wright brothers "have been 


pegging away for years, and must 
ce.ve tried a great number of model*. 
Bom* 7«wn ago they sot as Iar M M 


apparatus that would life a man, and 
although they hare kept the result of 
their trials secret, there is no doubt 
that they have made a great advance 
in the last year or two. 


"Of course I am only going on 


what I heard, but I think they have 
succeeded in producing a flying ma- 
chine of practical value. A great deal 
of scepticism has 
been 
expressed 


about their flying twenty-four miles. 
That is a very considerable achieve- 
ment. 
"Yet, personally, I think they have 


done it and cow, so far as they are 
concerned, it simply becomes a ques- 
tion of working out the details. 


"However, it all amounts to this: 


The flying machine is an accomplished 
fact, as several others beside the 
brothers Wright have arrived at good 
results. I think we will soon see a 
workable machine. 
You see when 


once you get a machine that will lift, 
improvements are sure—some very 
rapidly. 


"The objection I see in the aero- 


plane at present is its lightness and 
construction, but this will be grad- 
ually overcome, I have no doubt. In 
order to clear any obstacles near its 
starting point it must be light, so 
that it can lift rapidly, and on this 
very account the machine can be eas- 
ily damaged. 


"This tas occurred with M. Santos- 


Dumont. 
Still, when oace we have 


got to the principle of the thing, im- 
provements are only a question of 
time. 
There is no doubt tbat the 


dirigible balloon will be valuable for 
war purposes, but we can never hope 
to produce it at small cost, and the 
future rests with the aeroplane. 


"There is no reason to doubt that 


an aeroplane can be driven against 
the wind, and the great thing wanted 
in It now is stability. 
In this lies 


the weakness of this demonstration. 
But, of course, one is sure to try to 
overcome these difficulties. 


"Still, until the aeroplane Is kept 


in the air for a longer time than M. 
Santos-Duraont succeeded in doing, 
it Is not possible to say that, through 
some fault of its construction, the 
machine will not tilt. There are oc- 
casionally strong gusts of wind, and 
any one of these might turn the aero- 
plane over. 


"In dealing with aeroplanes. It 


must be borne in mind that you are 
traveling near the ground and, to be 
successful, the machine must be built 
so that it will go a sufficient height 
from the ground to clear houses, 
trees and anything else that may 
come in the way. These difficulties 
will, of course, be overcome in time. 


"But the solution of the aeroplane 


is dependent upon actual experiment- 
Theory helps us to see the limitations 
of any particular form of construc- 
tion, but we do not know enough at 
present to say what Is the best form 
of construction. Therefore, it is by 
experiment and by this "method alone 
that we snail learn. 


"Still, I think that well within the 


next five years a very considerable 
advance will have been made in this 
particular branch, of 
aeronautics. 


Not so very long ago people scouted 
the idea of sending messages across 
the sea by wireless telegraphy. Yet 
it has been done, and in the same way 
traveling through the air will be- 
come a reality.'5 


M. Georges Besancon, of Paris, 


secretary of the Aero Club, an editor 
of the Aerophile, has received a long 
letter from the Wright brothers, of 
Dayton, Ohio, explaining their ex- 
periments in the last few years. 


This letter adds little to what is al- 


ready known of the claims of the 
Wright brothers, beyond bringing out 
more clearly than ever the fact that 
considerable trouble has been met 
with in finding the correct way of 
maintaining one's balance in the air. 
It is this problem, in fact, with which 
M. Santos-Dumont is now struggling. 


At the Aero Club a good deal of 


scepticism 
reigns concerning the 


claims made by the Wrights, especial- 
ly with regard to the oft repeated 
statement that the French Govern- 
ment has practically purchased the 
apparatus. 


M. Besancon said tnat so far as be 


knew the offer made by the Wrights, 
that they would display the apparatus 
to any one willing to pay a million 
france ($200,000) for its purchase 
in case they succeeded in flying fifty 
kilometres (thirty-one and one-fourth 
miles) in an hour, had never been 
withdrawn. He considered it aston- 
ishing that the offer had never been 
accepted, seeing that no risks were 
to be run.

"For a balloon to lift It must have 
specific gravity less than air. 
To 
attain this It must be exceedingly 
fragile. 
Therefore it is useless for 
all practical purposes. 
Again, It has 
to be of comparatively enormous di- 
mensions. 


"Thus, you see, In a balloon you 
have a combination of size and fragil- 
ity, which must tell against its use- 
fulness. 
But with the advent of the 
true flying machine these drawbacks 
will disappear. 


"So I have no hesitation whatever 
in saying that before many more 
years pass we shall do away complete- 
ly with the balloon. 
If we are ever 
to fly it must be with a machine 
heavier than air. 
Many men are 
busily engaged in trying to invent a 
machine which, like a bird, will stay 
in the air as long as they wish and 
go wherever they desire to guide it. 


'Wright brothers are engaged in 
making these machines In America 
and M. Santos-Dumont has spent a 
large fortune and, I atii pleased to 
say, has met with a certain amount 
of success In his experiments. 
The 
German Emperor, too, is taking the 
matter up, and he will have the lead- 
ing scientists in Germany at his dis- 
posal. 
Then Professor Langley and 
myself have both worked hard trying 
to solve the problem. 


"That solution is coming, whatever 
people may think, and I really believe 
myself that within a year from now 
there will bo a great number of ma- 
chines In the air. 
This is certain to 
happen within two years at any rate. 


"We cannot get away from the fact 
that the real flying machine has now 
made Its appearance. 
M. Santos-Du- 
mont has proved this in his recent 
demonstrations, and these mark the 
beginning of a totally new epoch in 
the history of the world. 
There are 
sure to be some startling develop- 
ments within the next year. 
We are 
only on the threshold at present, and 
the Immediate future Is full of possi- 
bilities. 
» 
"Personally, I think that the road 


the wind, and the great thing wanted 
in It now is stability. 
In this lies 
the weakness of this demonstration. 
But, of course, one is sure to try to 
overcome these difficulties. 


*'Still, until the aeroplane is kept 
In the air for a longer time than M, 
Santos-Dumont succeeded in doing, 
It is not possible to say that, through 
some fault of its construction, the 
machine will not tilt 
There are oc- 
casionally strong gusts of wind, and 
any one of these might turn the aero- 
plane over. 


"In dealing with aeroplanes, it 
must be borne in mind that you are 
traveling near the ground and, to be 
successful, the machine must be built 
so that It will go a sufficient height 
from the ground to clear houses, 
trees and anything else that may 
come In the way. 
These difficulties 
will, of course, be overcome in time. 


"But the solution of the aeroplane 
is dependent upon actual experiment. 
Theory helps us to see the limitations 
of any particular form of construc- 
tion, but we do not know enough at 
present to say what is the best form 
of construction. 
Therefore, it is by 
experiment and by this method alone 
that we shall learn. 


"Still, I think that well within the 
next five years a very considerable 
advance will have been made In this 
particular 
branch 
of 
aeronautics.

So I always advise my 
friends to gfve their attention to the 
flying machine. 


“A few years ago the automobile 
was looked upon as a sort of mon­ 
strosity; now it is practically a neces­ 
sity, and I really think that in ten 
years, at the very outside, we will 
be navigating the air as easily and as 
surely as we are now navigating the 
sea and even roads. 


“For a balloon to lift it must have 
specific gravity less than air. 
To 
attain this it must be exceedingly 
fragile. 
Therefore it Is useless for 
all practical purposes. Again, it has 
to be of comparatively enormous di­ 
mensions. 


“Thus, you see, in a balloon you 
have a combination of size and fragil­ 
ity, which must tell against its use­ 
fulness. 
But with the advent of the 
true flying machine these drawbacks 
will disappear.

“Yet, personally, I think they have 
done it and now, so far as they are 
concerned, it simply becomes a ques­ 
tion of working out the details. 


“However, it all amounts to this: 
The flying machine is an accomplished 
fact, as several others beside the 
brothers Wright have arrived at good 
results. 
I think wo will soon see a 
workable machine. 
You see when 
once you get a machine that will lift, 
improvements are sure—some very 
rapidly, 


“The objection I see in the aero­ 
plane at present is its lightness and 
construction, but this will be grad­ 
ually overcome, I have no doubt. 
In 
order to clear any obstacles near its 
starting point' It must be light, so 
that it can lift rapidly, and on this 
very account the machine can be eas­ 
ily damaged. 


“This has occurred with M. Santos- 
Dumont. 
Still, when once we have 
got to the principle of the thing, im­ 
provements are only a question of 
time. 
There is no doubt that the 
dirigible balloon will be valuable for 
war purposes, but we can never hope 
to produce it at small cost, and the 
future rests with the aeroplane. 


“There is no reason to doubt that 
an aeroplane can be driven against 
the wind, and the great thing wanted 
in it now is stability. 
In this lies 
the weakness of this demonstration. 
But, of course, one is sure to try to 
overcome these difficulties. 


'•Still, until the aeroplane is kept 
In the air for a longer time than M. 
Santos-Dumont succeeded in doing, 
it Is not possible to say that, through 
some fault of its construction, the 
machine will not tilt. 
There are oc­ 
casionally strong gusts of wind, and 
any one of these might turn the aero­ 
plane over. 


“In dealing with aeroplanes, it 
must be borne In mind that you are 
traveling near the ground and, to be 
successful, the machine must be built 
so that It will go a sufficient height 
from the ground to clear houses, 
trees and anything else that may 
come In the way. 
These difficulties 
will, of course, be overcome in time. 


“But the solution of the aeroplane 
is dependent upon actual experiment. 
Theory helps us to see the limitations 
of any particular form of construc­ 
tion, but we do not know enough at 
present to say what is the best form 
of construction. 
Therefore, it is by 
experiment and by this method alone 
that we shall learn. 


“Still, I think that well within the 
next five years a very considerable 
advance will have been made in this 
particular 
branch 
of 
aeronautics. 
Not so very long ago people scouted 
the Idea of sending messages across 
the sea by wireless telegraphy* 
Yet 
it has been done, and in the same way 
traveling through the air will be­ 
come a reality.” 


M. Georges Besancon, of Paris, 
secretary of the Aero Club, an editor 
of the Aerophile, has received a long 
letter from the Wright brothers, of 
Dayton, Ohio, explaining their ex­ 
periments in the last few years. 


This letter adds little to what is al­ 
ready known of the claims of the 
Wright brothers, beyond bringing out 
more clearly than ever the fact that 
considerable trouble has been met 
with in finding the correct way of 
maintaining one’s balance in the air. 
It is this problem, in fact, with which 
M. Santos-Dumont Is now struggling. 


At the Aero Club a good deal of 
scepticism 
reigns 
concerning 
the 
claims made by the Wrights, especial­ 
ly with regard to the oft repeated 
statement that the French Govern­ 
ment has practically purchased the 
apparatus, 


M. Besancon said that so far as he 
knew the offer made by the Wrights, 
that they would display the apparatus 
to any one willing to pay a million 
franco ($200,000) for its purchase 
in case they succeeded in flying fifty 
kilometres (thirty-one and one^fourth 
miles) in an hour, had never been 
withdrawn. 
He considered it aston­ 
ishing that the offer had never been 
accepted, seeing that no risks were 
to be run.

trips and other long distance flights, 
seen by a Herald correspondent con­ 
cerning the Wrights, 
sai^ he
